Statement of His Aims, Written 
for W. T, Stead In 1890. 


He Believed a Wealthy Secret Society 
Should Work to Secure the World’s 
Peace and a British-American 


Federation 


LONDON, April 9.—An article on the 
Right Hon. Cecil J. Rhodes, by William 
T. Stead, will appear in the forthcoming 
number of The American Review of Re- 
views. The article, excerpts from which 
follow, consists of a frank, powerful expla- 
nation of Mr. Rhodes’s views on America 
and Great Britain, and for the first time 
sets forth his own inmost aims. It was 
written mainly by himself for Mr. Stead in 
1890. For originality and breadth of 
thought it eclipses even his now famous 
will, yet it is merely ‘a collection of dis- 
jointed ideas, hurriedly put together by 
“The Colossus,” as a summary of a long 
conversation between himself and Mr. 
Stead. In those days Mr. Stead was not 
only one of Mr. Rhodes’s most inti- 
mate friends, as indeed he was till the last, 
but also his executor. Mr. Stead’s name 
Was only removed from the list of the 
trustees of Mr. Rhodes’s will on account of 
the Boer war, which forced the two men 
into such vehement political opposition. Of 
this episode Mr. Stead says: 

“Mr. Rhodes’s action was only natural, 
and, from an administrative point of view, 
desirable, and it in no way affected my at- 
titude as political confidant in all that re- 
jated to Mr. Rhodes’s world-wide policy.”’ 

In its three columns of complex sentences 
the whole of Mr. Rhodes’s international 
and individual philosophy is embraced. Per- 
haps it can best be summarized as an ar- 
gument in favor of the organization of a 
secret society, on the lines of the Jesuit 
order, for the promotion of the peace and 
welfare of the world, and the establish- 


ment of an American-British federation, 
with absolute home rule for the component 
parts. 

“IT am a bad writer,”’ says Mr. Rhodes in 
one part of what might be called his con- 
fession, ‘“‘but through my ill-connected 
sentences you can trace the lay of my 
ideas, and you can give my idea the lit- 
erary clothing that is necessary.”’ 


RHODES’S ROUGH NOTES UNEDITED. 


But Mr. Stead wisely refused to edit or 
dress it up, saying: 

“TI think the public will prefer to have 
these rough, hurried, and sometimes un- 
grammatical notes exactly as Mr. Rhodes 
scrawled them off, rather than have them 

‘supplied with literary clothing by any one 
else.”” 

Mr. Rhodes began by declaring that the 
“key” to his idea for the development of 
the English-speaking race was the founda- 
tion of “‘a society copied, as to organiza- 
tion, from the Jesuits.”” Combined with “a 


differential rate and a copy of the United 
States Constitution,’”” wrote Mr. Rhodes, 
** should be home rule or federation.”’ An or- 
nization formed on these lines In the 
ouse of Commons, constantly working for 
decentralization and not bg time on 
trivial queStions raised by ‘‘ Dr. Tanner, or 
the important matter of O'Brien's 
breeches,”’ would, Mr. Rhodes believed, soon 
settle the all-important question of the 
markets for the products of the empire.

THE MENACE TO BRITISH TRADE. 


America, both in its possibilities of alli- 
ance and its attitude of commercial rival- 
ry, was apparently ever present in Mr. 
Rhodes’s mind. ‘‘ The world, with America 
in the forefront,” he wrote, “is devising 
tariffs to boycott your manufactures. This 
is the supreme question. I believe that 
England, with fair play, should manufact- 


ure for the world, and, being a free trader, 
I believe that, until the world comes to 
its senses, you should declare war, I mean 
& commercial war, with those trying to 
boycott your manufactures. That is my 
programme. You might finish the war by 
a union with America and universal peace 
after a hundred years.’’ But toward secur- 
ing this millenium Mr. Rhodes believed 
the most powerful factor would be “a se- 
cret society, organized like Loyola's, sup- 
ported by the accumulated wealth of those 
whose aspiration is a desire to do some- 
thing,”” and who would be spared the 
“hideous annoyance ”’ daily created by the 
thought to which “of their incompetent 
relations "’ they should leave their fortunes. 
These wealthy people, Mr. Rhodes thought, 
would thus be greatly relieved and be able 
to turn “ their ill-gotten or inherited gains 
to some advantage.”’ 

Reverting to himself, Mr. Rhodes said: 

“It is a fearful thought’ to feel you pos- 
Sess a patent, and to doubt whether your 
life will last you through the cireumlocu- 
tion of the Patent Office. I have that inner 
conviction that if I can iive I have thought 
out semething that is worthy of being reg- 
istered in the Patent Office. The fear is 
shall I have time and opportunity? And I 
believe, with all the enthusiasm bred in 
the soul of an inventor, that it is not self- 
lorification that I desire, but the wish to 
ive and register my patent for the benefit 
of those who I think are the greatest peo- 
ple the world has ever seen, but whos 
fault is that they do not know thei 
strength, their greatness, or their destiny, 
but who are wasting their time in minor 
or local matters; but, being asleep, do not 
know that through the invention of steam 
and electricity, and, in view of their own 
enormous increase, they must now be 
trained to view the world as a whole, and 
not only to consider the social questions 
of the British Isles. Even a Labouchere

“I find I 
am human, and should like to be living 
after my death. Still, perhaps, if that name 
is coupled with the object’ of England 
everywhere it may convey the discovery of 
an idea whick will ultimately lead to’ the 
cessation of all wars, and one language 
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throughout the world, the patent being the 
gradual absorption of wealth and human 
minds of the higher order to the object.” 

Here Mr. Rhodes used tHe sentence, 
cabled to America, in Mr. Stead's article of 
April 4: 

“What an awful thought it is that if, 
even now, we could arrange with the pres- 
ent members of the United States Assembly 
and our House of Commons the peace of 
the world would be secured for all eternity! 
We could hold a Federal Parliament, five 
years in Washington and five in London.” 

Mr. Rhodes added: 

_.“* The only thing feasible to carry out this 
idea is a sécret society gradually absorbing 
the wealth of the world, to be devoted to 

‘There is Baron Hirsch,”’ interpolated Mr. 
Rhodes, “‘ with twenty millions, very soon 
to cross the unknown border and struggling 
in the dark to know what to do with his 
money, and so one might go on ad infini- 
tum.”’ 

‘Fancy,’ Mr. Rhodes goes on to say, 
“the charm to Young America, just coming 
on, and dissatisfied, for they have filled up 
their own country and do not know what to 
tackle next, to share in a scheme to take 
the government of the whole world. Their 
present President [Mr. Harrison] is dimly 
seeing it; but his horizon is limited to the 
New World, north and south, and so he 
would intrigue in Canada, Argentina, and 
Brazil, to the exclusion of England. Such a 
brain wants but little to see the true solu- 
tion. He is still groping in the dark, but 
very near the discovery,. for the American 
has been taught the lesson of home rule 
and of the success of leaving the manage- 
ment of the local pump to the parish bea- 
die. He does not burden his House of Com- 
mons with the responsibility of cleansing 
the parish drains. The present position of 
the English House is ridiculous. You might 
as well expect Napoleon to have found time 
to have personally counted his dirty linen 
before he sent it to the wash and to have 
recounted it upon its return. 

“It would have been better for Europe if 
Napoleon had carried out his idea of a uni- 
versal monarchy. He might have succeeded 
if he had hit upon the idea of granting self- 
government to the component parts.’’ 


COUNTRIES “FOUND WANTING.” 

Dealing with the ‘“‘sacred duty of the 
English-speaking world of taking the re- 
sponsibility for the still uncivilized world,’’ 
and commenting upon the necessary depart- 
ure from the map of such countries as Por- 
tugal, Persia, and Spain, ‘‘ who are found 
wanting,”’ Mr. Rhodes said: 

‘“*What scope! What a horizon of work 


for the next two centuries for the best en- 
ergies of the best people in the world!” 

In regard to tariffs, Mr. Rhodes was 
characteristically positive. 

“T note,’ he wrote, ‘‘ with satisfaction 
that the committee appointed to inquire 
into the McKinley tariff, reports that in 
certain articles our trades have fallen off 
50 per cent. Yet the fools do not see that 
if they do not look out they will have Eng- 
land shut out and isolated, with 90,000,000 
to feed and capable of internally support- 
ing about 6,000,000. If they had a states- 
man they would at the present moment be 
commercially at war with the United 
States, and would have boycotted the raw 
products of the United States until she 
came to her senses; and I say this because 
I am a free trader. Your people have not 
known their greatness. They possess one- 
fifth of the world and do not know it is 
slipping away from them. They spend their 
time in discussing Mr. Parnell and Dr. 
Tanner, the character of Sir Charles Dilke, 
compensation for beer houses, and omne 
hoc genus. Your supreme question at pres- 
ent is the seizure of the labor vote for the 
next election. Read the Australian bul- 
letins and see where undue pandering to 
the labor vote may lead you. But, at any 
rate, the eight-hour question is not possible 
without a union of the English-speaking 
world; otherwise you drive your manu- 
factures to Belgium, Holland,and Germany, 
just as_you have placed a great deal of 
cheap shipping trade in the hands of Italy 
by your stringent shipping regulations.” 

Here this “ political will and testament,” 
as Mr. Stead calls it, abruptly breaks off. 
Mr. Stead, commenting on this, says: 

“It is rough and inchoate and almost as 
uncouth as one of Cromwel's speeches, but 
the central idea glows luminous throughout. 
Its ideal is the promotion of racial unity 
on the basis of the principles embodied in 
the American Constitution.” 


Mr. Rhodes’s Body at Buluwayo. 


BULUWAYO, Matabeleland, (Rhodesia,) 
April 8.—The funeral train conveying the 
body of Cecil Rhodes, which left Cape 
Town on April 3, arrived here to-day. 

The town was draped in mourning, and 
practically the entire population assem- 
bled at the railroad station and accom- 
panied the coffin to the Drill Hall, where 


it is now lying in state. Masses of wreaths 
and other floral emblems are banked about 
the bier. 

To-morrow the coffin will be taken to 
the Rhodes farm, in the Matoppo district, 
whence it will be conveyed on April 10 to 
the hill called *‘ The View of the World.”’ 
The religious service there will synchronize 
with the memorial service at St. Paul’s 
Cathedral, London. 


LONDON, April 8.—It is said here that 
Dr. Jameson and Col. Frank Rhodes will 
start from South Africa for London imme- 
diately after the burial of Cecil Rhodes in 
order to consult with Lord Rosebery and 
Mr. Hawksley concerning the scholarship 
bequests. 

Lord Rosebery and |Mr. Hawksley are 
executors of Mr. Rhodes'’s will. 


MAYOR BROUGHT TO BOOK. 


Chicago Business Men Criticise His Ex- 
pression Regarding the City’s 
Slothfulness.

CHICAGO, April 8—‘‘As much public 
spirit and push in Chicago as ever,’’ de- 
clared several bankers and business men 
to-day in speaking of a message delivered 
by Mayor Harrison to the City Council last 
night, in which he depicted the old-time 
Chicago spirit as a thing of the past, and 
citizenship of heroic mold as having disap- 
peared. 

Chicago’s great merchants, bankers, man- 
ufacturers, and other captains of the busi- 
ness world differ with him. They think 
public spjrit has suffered to some extent 
with the*development of the city into a 
metropolis. Some of the business men de- 
clare that of late years there has not been 
time for the hustlers of the city to stop 
and indulge in civic pride as was done in 
the old days. But let a great and threat- 
ening danger arise involving the municipal- 
ity and it is asserted the wholesome, push- 
ing, energetic, and world-famous spirit 
would be found still alive in Chicago. 

The Mayor talked further to-day of his 
message, explaining that the “ I-wil! 
spirit ’’ is merely dormant. 


GERMANY THE PURCHASER. 


That Government Secures’ Patent 
Rights for Chicago Telephone 
Automatic Switchboard. 


CHICAGO, April 8.—A financial transac- 
tion of big proportions was announced to- 
day in telephone circles. The Government 
of Germany appears as the pyrchaser of 
patent rights covering all Europe except 
Great Britain, Ireland, and France for an 
automatic switchboard manufactured in 
Chicago. ; 

The deal is the result of seven months 
investigation in this city by a representa- 
tive of the German Government. he elec- 
trical appliances will displace a telephone 
system of 40,000 instruments. 

Many operators will be forced to seek 
other employment, as one person can keep 
an entire system in order.

MEMBERS’ WAR OF WORDS 


Report Condemning the City Authori- 
ties and Favoring the Return to the 
Three Police-Platoon Sys- 
tem Approved. 


The Board of Aldermen held a long ses- 
sion yesterday which was attended with 
much excitement. The Fusion majority of 
the board melted under the onslaughts of 
the Tammany members, aided by the 
Brooklyn Democrats, and on a test vote on 
the police three-platoon resolution the ad- 
ministration forces could only round up on 
roll call twenty-one members while the 
Tammany-Brooklyn Defrfiocrats rolled up 
forty-seven votes. 

The question at issue was the passage 
of the resolution introduced by Alderman 
Culkin (Tammany) condemning Commis- 
sioner Partridge for doing away with the 
three-platoon system. President Fornes 
presided during the first part of the session. 
The fight began at once on a motion to 
adopt the resolution. 

Alderman Howland introduced a second 
minority report, which declared that the 
Aldermen had no jurisdiction over the Po- 
lice Department, and that the matter 
should be laid on the table. 

“I think the Alderman is wrong,” said 
President Cantor. ‘‘The Board of Alder- 
men certainly has the right to criticise a 
city depariment, or the action of the Po- 
lice Department, and to make suggestion 
as to changes in the service." 

“Tammany Hall is now trying to tell us 
that they are friends of the poor and op- 
pressed,” said Alderman Wirth, Repub- 
lican, of Brooklyn. ‘' They claim always to 
take the side of the poor. I remember not 
long ago that when a resolution was intro- 
duced in this board to investigate the Ice 
Trust that the Tammany members did not 
seem to be so anxious about the poor of 
New York. That resolution was to inves- 
tigate corrupt officials. 

“This resolution is simply a_ political 
game to try and make people think that 
they are looking after rights of the poor. 
Why—did the corrupt officials take any in- 
terest in the poor when they raised the 
price of ice and tried to seize all the avail- 
able docks? "’ 

The board by this time was in an uproar. 
The galleries were packed with people, and 
many members loudly demanded recognition. 
Aldermen Sullivan and Bridges shouted in 
unison that Mr. Wirth was not speaking to 
the resolution. 

“The shoe pinches then,’”’ said Alderman 
Wirth. . 
“I say that this resolution was not in- 
troduced in good faith,"’ he continued. “It 
is an attempt to censure officials who have 
no power. .We have just as much right in 
this board to censure Lewis Nixon because 
he - underpaying his workmen in his 
yards.”’ 

‘Don't bring in Mr. Nixon. He is not an 
official of the city,” said Alderman Sulli- 
van. 

**He is a politician,”’ 
Wirth. 

“There is some doubt about that,” said 
Alderman Mathews. 

The crowd in the gallery laughed, and 
only under the threat of the Chairman to 
clear the room was quiet restored. 

“These men defeated the Ice Trust reso- 
lution and now they are trying to show off 
and condemn the administration as op- 
pressors for political reasons,”’ said Alder- 
man Wirth. ‘ This resolution was not of- 
fered in good faith.” 

Alderman Culkin was within ten feet of 
Alderman Wirth. His face became livid. 
He clenched his fists and shouted: 

“Then I say he is a liar.” 

The board was in an uproar again. Alder- 
man Culkin charged from his seat and, 
pushing aside his Tammany friends, tried 
to get at his Republican opponent. Alder- 
man Wirth stood his ground quietly.

Aldermen Gaffney and Sullivan pushed | 


their excited comrade to his seat by sheer 
force. The peor le in the gallery shouted 
and some hissed, while others’ cheered. 

“Do you withdraw that remark?” said 
Vice Chairman McInnes, presiding. 

“Yes, he withdraws the remark,” said 
Aldermen Gaffney and Sullivan, as with 
one voice. 

‘““Do you withdraw the remark?” again 
asked the Vice Chairman. 

Alderman Culkin said, ‘“‘ Yes,’’ but added 
a an undertone, “If Wirth will withdraw 
his.”’ 

This ended the scene. Then Alderman 
Walkley of Brooklyn made a plea for the 
Fusion members to stand together behind 
Mayor Low and the administration. 

“This is not a political issue,’’ said Al- 
derman Sullivan. 

‘“*T am a Republican,”’ said Alderman Alt, 
“but I want to serve notice now that I 
am not bound by any administration meas- 
ures. I will vote as I think fit.” 

There were many other speeches, and on 
the test vote, as stated, the Fusion mem- 
bers counted 21 and the Tammany Demo- 
crats counted on their side 47. 

Alderman Goodman tried to make peace 
by another substitute, asking that Col. 
Partridge be requested to make an investi- 
gation and take such action as was in the 
interests of the people without detriment 
tu the police force or the city. 

Alcerman Dowling, another Fusion mem- 
ber, said: 

‘“‘IT want to say that if the Administra- 
tion makes mistakes, I am not going to 
uphold the officials If Mayor Low makes 
a mistake, I will condemn him for it, the 
same as any one else. I am going to vote 
as I want to.” 

A_ motion to adopt the majority report 
in favor of the three-platoon system was 
made by Alderman Culkin, and Alderman 
Myer said that the Fusion members should 
vote unanimously in favor of the majority 
report, now that both substitute reports 
had been defeated. 

‘“* Never in the course of my career as an 
Alderman of the Greater New York have 
I seen such a many hurdle jumpers," said 
Alderman Bridges. 

The motion to adopt the majority report 
in favor of the three-platoon system and 
condemning the Administration for chang- 
ing buck to the two-platoon system was 
adopted by a vote of 62 to 13. 

“‘]I think the police of the city could find 
better work than to close up the little Ger- 
man beer saloons om Sunday,” said Alder- 
man Bil! of Brooklyn. 

The board took up the adjourned consid- 
eration of the license ordinance. Roll caii 
showed a vote of 53 to 4 in favor of the 
ordinance, 

Alderman Douall brought up the report 
of the Committee on Salaries and Offices 
fixing the office hours of the city at ») to 
4 week days and from 9 to 12 on Saturdays. 
President Cantor of Manhattan spoke 
against it, as did President Swanstrom of 
Brooklyn. The matter was made a specia: 
order for next week. Routine matters took 
up the rest of the time until adjournment.

TWO HURT IN BRIDGE CRUSH. 


A Woman and Policeman Who Aided 


Her Trampled Upon. 

There was another crush at the Man- 
hattan end of the Brooklyn Bridge during 
the rush hours last night, and as a result 
two persons, one a woman, the other a 
policeman, were knocked down and trampled 
upon. The policeman received his injuries 
in an attempt to rescue the woman from 
the feet of hundreds of men and women 
that thronged the bridge. 

The crush was at its height at 6:15 
o'clock, in the middle of the rush hour, 
when one of the local bridge trains became 
stalled, after it had filled with passengers 
and had pulled out a couple of hundred 
feet from the platform. This necessitated 
a change of motors. This took some twelve 
minutes, and in the meantime a tefrific 
crush gathered at the foot of the stairway 
leading up to the platform from which 
local bridge passengers take their. trains. 

Orders were given to put up the chains 
across the stairway, and no passengers 
were allowed on the long, narrow platform 
from which the local trains start. Hun- 
dreds of men, women, and boys gathered at 
the foot of the stairway, and as many as 
could do so crowded up on the steps of the 


stairway and became jammed against the 
stretched chains. Outside was a downpour 
of rain, and the crowd was anything but 
good-natured. When the trains were ready 
to move and the chains taken down, the 
big jam of people started with a rush, pour- 
ing up the stairway and out on to the plat- 
ferm. 

As the crowd swept up the stairway Po- 
liceman Morrill saw a slight little woman, 
well dressed, and refined appearing, caught 
in the jam. He saw her lifted clear of the 
steps, caught in the jam, and then saw her 
drop to her knees on the iron steps. 

Throwing his body against the rush of 
men, he held them back an instant while 
he gathered the woman up in his arms and 
lifted her over the rail, setting her down 
in a fainting and half hysterical condition 
on the outside of the railing. She refused 
to give her name. 

Morrill in the meantime had lost his 
footing, and he'too found himself forced 
to his knees on the stairway. He struggled 
up the stairway as best he could ahead of 
the jam, to prevent them trampling upon 
him. Despite this and his alertness in 
getting out of the way and over the rail- 
ing to safety, he was literally ‘‘ walked 
on” from heels to hips. He remained on 
duty. 


SUIT FOR $250,000 DAMAGES. 


Henry H. Roelofs, a Philadelphia Hat- 
maker, Charges Conspiracy to 
Injure His Business, 


PHILADELPHIA, April 8—Henry.-H. 
Roelofs of this city, who is one of the 
largest hat manufacturers in the United 
States, to-day commenced suit in the United 
States Circuit Court for $250,000 damages 
against fifteen individuals residing in dif- 
ferent States who are members of the 
United Hatters’ Association. Mr. Roelofs 
alleges conspiracy on the part of the de- 
fendants in issuing false and defamatory 
circulars, causing a libel to be printed 
in their journal, and having agents in a 
number of States seeking to boycott his 
goods. 

Mr. Roelofs states that about a year ago 
he discharged two men for want of work. 
A number of his employes who belong to 
the local unions thereupon left his employ, 
and Mr. Roelofs alleges some of the de- 
fendants in to-day’s suit then tried to in- 
duce him to submit to their organization. 
Mr. Roelofs agreed to join the union, but 
wanted the right reserved to himself to 
employ whom he pleased without regard 


to membership in the union. To this the 
defendants would not agree, and then, Mr. 
Roelofs alleges, the conspiracy began which 
is charged in the statement filed. 

On one occasion, as set forth in the state- 


ment, the defendants prevented the plaint- 
iff ‘Son making the sale of $100,000 worth 
of goods to one customer. Along with the 
statement there are filed copies of the cir- 
cular issued and copies of the letter threat- 


ening the boycott.

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FUSION ALDERMEN BOLT! PRESIDENT AT CHARLESTON | 


Southern City Received Him with 
an Enthusiastic Greeting. 


At Reception in His Honor the Chief 
Executive Spoke on Bonds Unit- 
ing All Sections. 


CHARLESTON, 8. C., April 8.—The hope 
of President Roosevelt last night that he 
might see sunshine in the morning was ful- 
ly realized. The downpour of rain which 
had marked the trip almost from the mo- 
ment of departure had ceased, the heavy 
black clouds disappeared and the day broke 
with a cloudless sky. 

The journey to Charleston was made en- 
tirely without accident. To guard against 
any possibility of Yhis nature the South- 
ern Railway officials sent a pilot engine 
ahead of the President’s special. Every 
detail of the trip was carried out under 
the direction of Col. L. S. Brown, general 
agent, who accompanied the party from 
Washington. 

The President and Mrs. Roosevelt were 
early risers and welcomed the sunshine, as 
it made it possible to carry out the pro- 
gramme which had been arranged ‘for the 
entertainment of the visitors. The Presi- 
dent retired last night before the State 
line of North Carolina was reached. 

At Summerville, twenty-two miles from 
Charleston, the party was met by a spe- 
cial committee headed by Mayor Smyth, 
Capt. F. W. Wagener, President of thse 
exposition, and J. J. Hemphill, who ac- 
companied the President on the remainder 
of the journey. All Charleston was up and 
out this morning to do honor to the Presi- 
dent, and from the time of arrival within 
the corporate limits of the city to boarding 
the steamer it was a continuous ovation. 

The President's train reached Charleston 
at 9:30 A. M., on time. The party did not 
come into the city, but left the train five 


miles out, where trolley cars were waiting 
to convey the members to the naval sta- 
tion to take the revenue cutter for a tour of 
the harbor. 


AT THE NAVAL-STATION. 


The President's immediate party 
directly to the naval station, where they 
were joined in a few moments by mem- 
bers of the Reception Committee and in- 
vited guests from the city. A guard of 
thirty militiamen was stationed about the 
approaches to the train, and stood at 
present arms as the President landed. At 
the naval station fifty men of the militia 


were posted, maintaining picket lines about 
the reservation, and none was allowed 
within the lincs except such as had special 
passes. 

The President and his party were shown 
about the station, and then were con- 
ducted to the pier where the revenue cut- 
ter Algonquin was in waiting. As the 
President set foot on the deck the flag 
of the Commander-in-Chief of the Army 
and Navy was raised and the “ jackies"’ 
were paraded, while a salute of twenty-one 
guns was fired. In the stream the cut- 
ters Forward and Hamilton were lying, and 
further down toward the city were the 
cruiser Cincinnati, and the training-ships 
Topeka and Lancaster. 

After the committee and guests had gone 
aboard, the Algonquin started on a tour of 
the harbor. Passing down Cooper River a 
fine view of the city and the opening of 
the bay was presented. The weather was 
perfect: There was not a cloud in the sky, 
and a gentle breeze blew from the ocean 
with just a bracing touch in it, not chill 
enough to require overcoats. 

Passing into the bay, the Algonquin 
came abreast of the cruiser Cincinnati, 
whose decks were manned with all her 
crew. as well as the Topeka and Lancaster. 
As the President's vessel passed each ship 
a salute of twenty-one guns was fired. 

Off the fortifications of Sullivan's Island 


went 


the Algonquin was greeted with the same ! 


welcome, and she passed out to the ocean 
with gay streamers, amid a chorus of guns. 
Just a Httle run to the sea, and the Algon- 
quin turned about and re-entered the har- 
bor, passing around historic Fort Sumter. 

While steaming up the bay luncheon 
was served in the cabin of the cutter. A 
short run was made up the Ashley River, 
giving a view of the city’s western water 
front, and then the ship was headed back 
for the landing, where a troop of the 
Charleston Light Dragoons was in waiting 
to escort the President to his headquarters 
at the St. John Hotel. All the arrange- 
ments were excellent and there was not a 
break in the programme. The President 
seemed in high spirits and entered with 
keen zest into all the features of the oc- 
casion. 

The President, accompanied by a few of 
his farty and members of the Reception 
Committee, boarded a small steamer which 
came alongside the revenue cutter and 
were taken over to Fort Sumter. A com- 
pany of artillery was standing at attention 
when the President landed and immediate- 
ly went through a gun drill, the immense 
twelve-inch disappearing guns being manip- 
ulated in a manner that evcited admiration. 
A tour was then made of the fort. 

The wind was blowing a gale and the 
President’s soft hat went soaring in the 
air, the President making a vain effort to 
eatch it. Frederick Dent of the Artillery 
Corps, quickly recovered it. President 
Roosevelt grasped him by the hand and 
thanked him most cordially. He compli- 
mented the men on their expert handling 
of the guns. 

Upon arriving at the wharf the President, 
escorted by a troop of cavalry, was driven 
to the residence of Mr. Andrew Simonds. 
where an informal reception was held and 
a buffet luncheon served, after which the 
party was escorted to the St. John's Hotes 
and a brief rest taken, preparatory to at- 
tending the banquet at the Charleston Ho- 
tel 


el. 

The banquet tendered to President Rodse- 
velt to-night at the Charleston Hotel was a 
fitting close to a day full of incidents, and 
served to gather together men prominent 
in the affairs of the State. having solely 
in mind a greeting to the President which 
would prove the sincerity and the warmth 
of feeling existing for him as the Chief 
Executive of the Nation. 

The banqvet hall was a bower of roses, 
pinks, and smilax. and loosely strewn over 
the tables were thousands of violets. Over 
300 guests were present. In a few well- 
chosen remarks Mayor Smyth welcomed 
President Roosevelt to Charleston. The 
President’s response was listened to with 
the closest attention, and was interrupted 
at times by loud and continuous applause. 


PRESIDENT’S SPEECH AT BANQUET. 


The fol- 
lows: 

**Mr. Mayor and you, my hosts and my 
fellow-American citizens: I should indeed 
be but a poor American myself if were 
not deeply touched and gratified by the 
way you have greeted me to-day in this, 
your beautiful city, and of course I feel 
at home here. [Applause.] I think that 
an American who is worthy his salt has 
the right to feel at home in every part of 
the United States. [Applause.] 

“ Around this table I see many men who 
took part in the great war. The war in 
which the younger among us here took part 
was a very little one, because it did not 
have to be any bigger. [Applause.] But it 
had one thoroughly good effect; it put the 
cap on the structure that had been building j 
while we were almost unconscious of it, 
and it taught us how thoroughly at one 
we were. hen we got through that war it 
did not mdke a bit of difference to us 
whether it was an Admiral who came from 
Vermont or a Lieutenant who came from 
Alabama, [applause,] if the man had done 
his duty in such shape as to make us each 
feel an ever more generous thrill of pride 
in our common nationality.

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vears ago, when I first went to Washing- 
ton to take part in Governmental work, 
was immediately thrown into singuarly 
close contact and intimacy with a South 
Carolinian.

‘South Carolina seems during the last 
two decades to have definitely entered upon 
the steady progress in things material as 
well as in other things. I was much struck 
in looking over some of the figures of the 
census quite recently published to see the 
astonishing progress that has been made 
here in your State. I was prepared to see 
that the values of your farm products had 
risen as they have, a little over 25 per cent. 

‘“*T was prepared to see that your farms 
themselves had increased in a still larger 
proportion, that the value of your lands 
and buildings had grown up, but I did not 
realize the way in which your manufact- 
uring enterprises had increased, as shown 
in the fact that your manufacturing prod- 
ucts had gone up over 130 per cent.; that, 
for instance, the number of spindles has 
about quadrupled, from less than half a 
million to more than two million, in the 
State. I did not realize that the wages 
paid out had increased 75 per cent.

‘*And I ask that in our trade relations 
with Cuba we give her a marked and sub- 
stantial advantage, not merely because it 
will redound to our interest to do so, al- 
though that also is true, but I ask it espe- 
cially because the events have so shaped 
themselves that it is our duty as a great 
and mighty Nation to help Cuba, and I hope 
to us do our duty. [Cheers and ap- 
plause.] 

‘IT shall not try to make you any speech 
to-night, because for your sins you will 
have to listen to me make one to-morrow. 
{Laughter.] I shall merely thank you again 
with all my heart and say to you that I 
want you to appreciate that I mean every 
word I say, and mean it deeply, when I tell 
you I have been touched, more than pleased. 
touched and stirred by the warmth and 
heartiness with which you have made me 
feel to-day that I am one of you.” Loud 
applause and cheers. } 

The President was followed by Gov. Mc- 
Sweenv. who prefaced his prepared speech 
by a few words in which he assured the 
President that he was as safe from bodily 
harm in South Carolina as he was in Wash- 


ington. 

Capt. Wagoner, Gov. Aycock of North 
Carolina, and several others made short 
addresses. It was midnight when the party 
broke up, and the President left the 
room he was cheered to the echo, not only 
by those who had been fortunate enough 
to attend the banquet, but by the large 
numbers who had patiently waited in the 
hotel parlors and outside to catch a glimpse 
of him. Upon arriving at his hotel, he im- 
mediately retired. 

MRS. ROOSEVELT HONORED. 

Mrs. at, the St. 
John’s Hotel to-night was a brilliant af- 
fair The St. Johns, or the old “ Mills 
House,” as it is still called by Charleston- 
ians of the old régime, was in ante-bellum 
days the scene of many notable social gath- 
erings, but for many years the ballroom 
has been deserted.

To-morrow afternoon the 
President’s partv will go to Summerville 
and will spend Thursday there, inspecting 
the tea gardens.

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AGAINST TRUST COMPANIES. 


Connecticut Court Decides Foreign Cor- 
porations Cannot Act as Ad- 
ministrators.

STAMFORD, Conn., April. §8.—Referring 
to the administration of estates the Su- 
preme Court of Errors has handed down a 
decision which threatens to upset the busi- 
ness of a score of trust companles, foreign 
corporations doing business within the 
bounds of Connecticut. 

The decision is understood_to mean that 
no foreign corporation, although especially 
chartered in New York or Massachusetts, 
for instance, has the right to act as ad- 
ministrator of Connecticut estates. At pres- 
ent there are perhaps twenty foreign cor- 
porations handling some of Connecticut's 
argest estate. These are scattered through- 
out the State, with a large number in 
New Haven, Bridgeport, and Stamford. 

Among those in New Haven is the Davies 
estate. In this administration was_ given 
by agreement of counsel to the United 
States Trust Company, which is a New 
York corporation, with Lyman Gage, ex- 
Secretary of the Treasury, as President. 
According to general understanding these 
foreign corporations will be allowed to act 
as executors until there is an issue made 
against them.

Both Parties Split Over the Cuban 
Relief Bill. 


Friends of the Measure Win the First 
Test Vote, 177 to 80—No Agree-

WASHINGTON, April 8.—The great bate 
tle over Cuban reciprocity began in the 
House to-day. “It is going to be the live- 
liest fight of the session, not because there 
is any serious doubt for the bill’s passage, 
but because both parties are split, and 
there is stronger feeling than over any 
other bill that has come before the House. 

The proceedings of to-day were enough to 
show that both parties were in a chaotic 
condition. A more extraordinary spectacle 
of mixed politics has not been seen at this 
session. 

Chairman Payne has been trying to get 
the usual agreement for the control of the 
debate, but without success, because the 
opposition too badly split up to allow 
any one faction to control the time. 

The result is that for the present the de« 
bate is as wide open and as unlimited as is 
debate in the Senate. Even the time-hon- 
ored division of the House into the ‘“ Ree 
publican ‘side’’ and the ‘‘ Democratic 
** went to the wall to-day. Republice 
an leaders were over on the Democratie 
side coaching and conferring with their 
Democratic supporters, while leading Dem- 
ocrats were sitting on the Republican side 
doing the same with their Republican 
backers. 

There were three speeches—the first by 
Chairman Payne, Republican, supporting 
the bill; the second by Mr. Newlands, Dem- 
ocrat, in opposition, and the third by Mr. 
McClellan, Democrat, supporting it. The 
beet and cane sugar elements of the oppo- 
sition have not been heard from, for Mr, 
Newlands is one of the annexation faction, 
—_ based his argument on that position 
alone. : 

The moment the bill was brought up by 
Mr. Payne the evidences of party division 
were manifest. It was a Republican, Mr. 
Tawney, who, with an evident intention of 
making a point of order, demanded to know 
whether the bill was introduced as privi- 
leged because it was a bill to provide rev- 
enue, 

Mr. Payne, with a triumphant smile, re- 
plied that it was a bill *‘ affecting the reve- 
nue. Foreseeing defeat, Mr. Tawney did 
not make his point of order, which was 
that the bill did not provide revenue, but a 
Democrat, Mr. Robertson, made it for him, 
and it was instantly overruled. <A proposi- 
tion was made to let Mr. Payne and Mr.

The New York Democrats had _ voted 
solidly for Mr. Payne's motion. When it 
was passed Mr. Payne began to speak, and 
the fire of interruptions which he had to 
meet came almost wholly from Republicans. 
Later, when Mr. McClellan spoke, most of 
those who interrupted him were Democrats, 
although some of the leading beet sugar 
tepublicans occasionally took a hand. 

It was a striking sight to see Mr. Taw- 
ney, the Republican beet sugar leader, sit- 
ting on the Democratic side and coaching 
his Democratic friends, while Mr. New- 
lands went over to the Republican side and 
conferred with Mr. Dalzell. William Alden 
Smith circulated among the Democrats, and 
Mr. Lacey of Iowa took a seat near Mr. 
McClellan and helped him out with statis- 
tics later when he was assailed by Demo- 
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rats. 
Mr. Payne's speech was strong and vig- 
orous, but he did not come off well in many 
of the numerous wordy duels which he had 
to engage in with his opponents. Several 
times he dodged and evaded questions, or 
refused to answer them altogether, and the 
beet sugar men seemed pleased. 

He scored one victory, when William Al- 
den Smith confronted him with a speech 
he had made five years ago, in which he 
had said that there ought to be a beet 
sugar factory in every Congressional dis- 
trict, and that he would not vote to reduce 
the tariff for twenty-five years to come. 

‘“‘T said it,’”’ answered Mr. Payne, “ but I 
didn’t know then that we were going to 
war with Spain.” 

Mr. Newland’'s speech was from the an- 
nexation standpoint. and he insisted that 
no concessions should be made unless ac- 
companied by the admission of Cuba as a 
State—a declaration which Mr. McClellan 
subsequently compared to that of the high- 
wayman, ‘‘ Your money or your life.”’ 

Mr. McClellan carried off the honors of 
the day, and his speech received the com- 
pliment of profound attention from both 
sides of the House, and the even greater 
compliment of constant interruptions from 
his opponents. He silenced every gun of 
interruption that was turned on him. 

His speech was characterized by dash and 
vigor, and was full of humor and epigram. 
He began by taunting the Republicans on 
their dissensions and ridiculed the beet su- 
gar insurgents who were going to ‘“ die in 
the last ditch.’’ He recalled the story of 
how Nzepoleon asked, ‘‘ Where is the rear 
guard?”’ and Ney answered, “ Sire,‘I am 
the rear guard.” 

“When the vote is taken,”’ said Mr. Mec- 
Clellan, *‘ and the Speaker asks ‘ Where are 
the insurgents?’ the gentleman from Min- 
nesota [Mr. Tawney] will arise sorrowfully 
in his place, and, go ps mu addressing 
himself to the Chair, will reply, ‘Mr. Speak- 
er, 1 am the insurgents.’ ” 

Mr. McClellan's speech was by no means 
a Republican argument. He argued for a 
50 per cent. reduction, Instead of the 2u 
per cent. one proposed by _the committee, 
and he sharply ridiculed Mr. Payne and 
the other Republican leaders for the al- 
leged inconsistency of their attitude. At

Many of those who had voted against the 
motion on the rising vote changed their at- 
titude when they were placed on record. 
The House then went into Committee of the 
whole, Mr. Sherman of New Yot¥ in the 
chair. lt was decided that the. time should 
be equally divided for and against the bill. 

Mr. Payne then began his argument. 
In opening he pointed out the peculiar 
relations existing between the United 
States and Cuba growing out of the 
Spanish war, to which he remarked in- 
cidentally he had been opposed, and the 
limitations placed upon Cuban indepen- 
dence by the Platt amendment and the 
obligations which it placed upon the United 
States. It was our duty, he argued, to see 
that the new Government was started un- 
der the best auspices and to do all in our 
power to make the experiment successful. 

He then proceeded to describe the indus- 
trial conditions in Cuba growing out of 
the depression of the sugar industry, upon 
which .the prosperity of the island rested. 
He gave figures brought out in the hear- 
ings and reports. If Cuba was to have 
a chance to become a free and jindepend- 
ent republic, he declared, it was abso- 
Jutely necessary to tide her over the pres- 
ent crisis. 

The 20 per cent. reduction would save the 
planters from bankruptcy until the removal 
of the bounty system in Europe, which the 
Brusseis conference abolished, to take ef- 
fect Sept. 1, 1903. It was hoped this would 
result in the return of sugar to its normal 
price. 

Mr. Payne declared that he had not been 
ready to make his concession until he be- 
came convinced that it would injure no 
American industry. He charged that a por- 
tion of the opposition to this bill was in 
reality seeking to bring about free trade 
with Cuba. It was noticeable that Payne 
addressei his remarks almost entirely to 
these Republicans who are opposing reci- 
procity. 

He seldom even looked over toward the 
Democrats on the other side of the politi- 
eal aisle. Mr. Payne was every insistent 
in his contention that the Cuban planters 
would reap the entire advantage of the 20 
per cent. reduction of the,duty, and thac¢ 
the Sugar Trust would get. nothing. 

Mr. Payne produced a report from Gov. 
Wood which showed that up to April 2 
there had been 259 
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ground 584,2 tons, of 
which the trust held options on 3,285 tons, 
other Americans 2,195 tons, and 25,646 tons 
had been exported to the United States. 
The remainder, Gen. Wood reported, was 
held by Cuban planters or commission 
houses. That sugar, Mr. Payne said, was 
being held by the Cubans, awaiting action 
by Congress. 

“Is it not also fair to assume,"’ inter- 
posed W. A. Smith, (Mich.,) “that the 
Sugar Trust, which is the principal cus- 
tomer of the Cuban planters, is also hold- 
ing off awaiting action by Congress?”’ 

Mr. Payne said he could not be prevented 
from trying to help Cuba ‘wy fear of the 
Sugar Trust. Mr. Payné Yhen turned his 
attention to the benefits ich would ac- 
crue to the United States,..He said it had 
been predicted that in-aefew years we 
would have the bulk of’twe Cuban trade, 
and that our exports to” ttountry would 
reach $200,000,000. He als0“Gwelt upon the 
other advantages—the exclusion of cheap 
labor from Cuba by the enactment of our 
immigration and labor laws. 

“Do you propose to treat Cuba as if 
she were a part of the United States?” 
asked Mr. Lloyd, (Mo.) 

“Cuba is not now a part of the United 
States,”’ replied Mr. Payne. “I do not 
want her to be, but I believe she will be, 
and so believing I am in favor of preparing 
her as best we can for the day of her in- 
corporation within our limits.” 

Mr. Newlands (Nev.) delivered the open- 
ing argument against the bill. He took the 

round that there should be no concession 

o Cuba unless it was accompanied by a 
cordial invitation to become a part of the 
United States. The concession to Cuba, he 
said, would not cheapen sugar to the 
American consumer. 

Mr. Newlands said the Republican Party 
in utter disregard of the Teller resolution 
has sharply curtailed the independence of 
Cuba by foreing upon it the adoption of the 
Platt amendment. The purpose of the Re- 

ublican Party, he said, was clearly to 

ge Cuba about with so many irritating 
restrictions upon her sovereignty as to 
make her position intolerable—to make her 
arm humble suppliant for annexation. 

Mr. McClellan, (N. Y.,) a member of the 
Ways and Means Committee, who favors a 
greater concession to Cuba than is granted 
by the bill, followed. In arguing the obli- 
gation of the United States to relieve the 
present distress in Cuba and of our duty 
to start the new republic under the most 
favorable auspices, Mr. McClellan told of 
the interview between President McKinley 
and the Cuban Commissioners when the 
President advised them to return to Cuba 
and secure the acceptance of the Platt 
amendment.

Party Conference Reveals a Majority 
for the Cuban Reciprocity Bill.

WASHINGTON, April 8.—The Oxnard 
Democrats came out at the little end of 
the horn in the conference “to-night of 
minority members of the House. The con- 
ference was called at their request, and 
they expected, when the call was made, 
that they would be able to control the con- 
ference and secure the adoption of resolu- 
tions declaring against the passage of the 
Payne Cuban Relief bill. It was part of 
their programme, too, to turn the confer- 
ence into a caucus and to bind those pres- 
ent to the support .of the proposed resolu- 
tions. 

They found out to-day that they would 
not be able to control the conferenge. The 
roil call in the House on the motion to go 
into the Committee of the Whole to con- 
sider the Payne bill demonstrated that the 
friends of Cuba outnumbered the friends of 
Oxnard. This demonstration having been 
made, the Oxnard Democrats changed their 
programme and went into the conference 
with no other desire than to have it ad- 
journ without a declaration in favor of the 
Payne bill. The friends of Cuba, on the 
other hand, having learned that they were 
in the majority, determined to press the 
passage of a resolution which would make 
the conference a caucus. If this resolution 
should be adopted they planned to’ secure 
the passage of another resolution commit- 
ting the Democrats of the House to the 
support of the Payne bill. 

The Cuban party was not able to accom- 
plish all it had hoped to accomplish, but it 
made clear that it was much stronger than 
the other side, and so demonstrated that 
the projectors of the conference had failed 
utterly to accomplish their original pur- 
pose.

Disposed*of Northern-Pacific Stock at 
Big Profit, Deutsche Bank Reports. 


The report of the Deutsche Bank of Ber- 
lin to its stockholders for the year 1901 
contains the following statement regarding 
the Northern Pacific contest:

The increase, 
since the reorganization of the road, ef-the- Ger- 
man national fortune by these operations is 
something over sixty million marks, ($15,000,- 
000.) 

The Deutsche Bank’ was-a large holder 
of preferred shares which it had acquired 
at the time of the reorganization of the 
railroad. The reference to the Northern 
Pacific afiair is:contained only in the orig- 
inal German report, but not in the English 
edition. 


Central Trust Company of New York’s 


Action Regarding Helena Concern.

On Jan. 1, 1895, the Helena Company vot- 
ed to issue 1,000 bonds of the denomination 
of $1,000, but only 425 of them were ever 
really issued. The foreclosure is subject to 
the judgment that John W. Warren ob- 
tained against the company for $2,663.89, 
and because of this provision of the de- 
cree the New York Trust Company has ap- 
vealed the case.

N. Blake Commissioner, and orders him to 
sell the property at public auction within 
ten days.

ARRESTS OF SHOPKEEPE 


Say Sunday Law Enforcement 
Fosters “Speak Easies.” 


Col. Partridge Thinks Police Zeal in 
Excise Matters May Be at Expense 
of Detection of Grime... 


The police-excise situation . was not 
Cleared or improved by the meeting yester- 
day of the saloon and hotel keepers. They 
took no action in a session of four hours. 
and a half, and when they adjourned mat- 
ters were as they were when the meeting 
was called to order. 

The regular monthly meeting of the Wine, 
Liquor and Beer Dealers’ Central Associa- 
tion was held in the afternoon at the Lex- 
ington Avenue Opera House, and was fully 
attended, nearly 200 members being pres- 
ent. The utmost secrecy was observed, and 
when the meeting adjourned the members 
who left it refused to tell of the proceed- 
ings, but said that a press committee had 
been appointed to give full details to the 
public. ‘This committee first requested that 


its membership should not be revealed and 
then declined to give other particulars than 
that President Fritz Lindinger presided 
and one of the committeemen, read off a 
digest of the proceedings as follows: 

The meeting was a regular, not a special one, 
and there was genera) discussion on the present 
enforcement of the excise law. 

_ While in favor of obeying all reasonable laws 
in reference to the sale of liquor, we are op- 
pcsed to illiberal interpretation of said laws, and 
we deplore the illiberal interpretation of the said 
laws and the means adopted by the authorities at 
this time to enforce them. Such action tends to de- 
moralize respectable citizens engaged fh business. 

We are in favor of the liberal enforcement of 
all the laws that may inure to the betterment of 
eur citizens who may be compelled to deal in 
small stores on Sunday morning to provide pro- 
visions for their families and other necessary 
articles for their personal comfort, as their neces- 
sities require 

Then Central Association from forty districts 
in the Borough of Manhattan and the Bronx 
denounces the arbitrary arrests of smal) trades- 
men, peddlers, and others om Sunday.

WHAT TOOK PLACE. 


More than a dozen delegates, including 
Hugh Dolan, Morris 
Tekulsky, and Peter Seery were asked 
without result for a more comprehensive 


and detailed account of the proceedings. 
They asserted that the meeting was de- 
void of incident, that no rancorous sénti- 
ment was evident, and no disputes occurred. 
There was, they said, no evidence of want 
of harmony between keepers of Raines law 
hotels and saloons, and no reference what- 
ever—" positively no reference '’—to ro- 
tection money as to its collection, distribu- 
tion, or abandonment, and that the mem- 
bers were not bound by any action in the 
form of resolution.

*‘ Perhaps the most of the talk was about 
the number of ‘ speak easies’ that are run- 
ning. The subject was discussed by many 
delegates. One called attention to the dis- 
trict in the neighborhood of Fifty-ninth 
Street and First Avenue, where are many ‘ 
cheap tables d’héte. Here, if the customer 
is known, he has no difficulty in procurin 
any excise refreshment. If not, he is told 
that he must give the money and what he 
wants will be sent out for. Another dele- 
gate called attention to the lower east side 
and its Italian and Greek restaurants, In 
them the frequent guest can get beer or 
liquors as in a licensed place, but the pro- 
prietors are very wary of strangers. The 
same held good in regard to many billiard 
saloons and cigar stores all over town. It 
was estimated that excise drinks are sold 
in from 2,000 to 3,000 places in Manhattan 
and the Bronx.’’

Do you think, Commissioner, that what is 
known as the revolt or reform among the patrol- 
men is genuine and deep seated, or not, it being 
freely stated in some quarters that the so- 
called reform is directed against the adminis- 
tration, either by friends of Tammary or upon 
the part of the patrolmen themselves in order to 
make the administration odious to those in 
favor of a liberal Sunday? 

So far the facts seem to indicate that the 
blow of this reform movement is aimed especial- 
ly at excise violations, and to only one class of 
these, viz.: The opening of the saloons during 
the forbidden hours on Sunday. Aside from that 
I have not noticed that there is any material 
improvement in the efforts to detect crime, to 
prevent burglaries, or pocketpi¢king, to'close -up 
dives or other dens of vice, except that It does 
seem to me that there is a little more earnest 
effort in the suppression of gambling, 

A single instance in another direction. is worthy 
of note. After the raids in the Twentieth Pre- 
cinet on the last Sunday in March I remanded 
all the plain clothes men of that precinct to pa- 
trol duty and directed that the plain clothes men 
be selected from the meh whd have been active 
inthe reform work on Bunday. Two of these 
men, Patrolmen J. J, Mahoney and Joséph Rog- 
ers, on April 6 did some very good work in dis- 
covering and closing up an opium joint and hay- 
ing the proprietor held for examination in $1,000 
bail. This I look upon as excellent police work 
and worthy of imitation. I hope that this work 
will continue. 

Do you not think, Commissioner, that an 
honest administration of the Police Department 
has got enough to do fn wrestling with sys- 
tematized crime which is so vastly worse than 
the excise situation in New York, that it can 
honestly let excise go to a certain extent, while 
it attends to the other? 

I think there is danger that the force may 
be so carried away with its efforts to make dry 
Sundays as to neglect the more important work 
of which you 7 My earnest efforts have 
been, and will be given to securing the sup- 
pression of the worst phases of vice gnd crime— 
those which do the greatest harm to the com- 
munity. 

The official record of police arrests for 
drunkerners and drunk and disorderly per- 
sons appears to show less inebriety on a 
“dry "’ than on a “ wet”’ Sunday. he ar- 
rests in New York City for these offenses 
on April 6 numbered 70, and on March 30, 
96. It, however, showed that April 6, 43 
arrests of the kind were made in Brooklyn, 
Queens, and Richmond, aguinst 87 March 
30 in these boroughs. 

At the Jefferson Market Police Court yes- 
terday, Magistrate Deuel talked privately 
with Poticc Captains Sheehan and Chap- 
man, and they afterward went to Police 
Headquarters Neither would give an 
inkling of the character of the conference, 
but it was believed to be in regard to ex- 
cise matters. 


FOUGHT WITH UMBRELLAS. 


Collision During Rainstorm Ended in 
Arrest and Assault Charge. 


Two well-dressed men were crossing 
Sixth Avenue at Twenty-third Street last 
night when the storm was at its height. 
They were walking in opposite directions, 
each absorbed in a supreme effort to hold 
on to his umbrella and at the same time 
protect himself from the wind and rain. 
Suddenly they collided. Startled by the 


shock they began to abuse‘eath other. The 
abuse turned into blow8. edch belaboring 
the other with his umbrela...In a few sec- 
onds both umbrellas were.a mass of steel 
and rags. 

Policeman Craven of the Tenderloin Sta- 
tion promptly separated the men, and with- 
out asking ‘any explanations, started to 
march them to the station house. Both 
refused to walk in the driving sheets cf 
rain. Craven offered to call the patrol 
wagon, but they said they would rather 
take a cab than be subjected to sueh an ip- 
dignity. 

Rt the station house the men. gave their 
names as Harry Biggs of 42 West 
Twenty-second Street and Harry B. Mari- 
kelam of 10 East Thirtieth Street, a Greek, 
at present studying in New York. The 
Greek placed a charge of assault against 
Biggs, and agreed to withdraw it only on 
the condition that the latter paid for his 
umbrella and apologized for his rude con- 
duct. As Biggs refused to do this, he was 
locked up. 


The Final One of the Series Given at 
Mendelssohn Hall. 


Last night the Kneisel Quartet gave the 
last one of this season’s concerts at Men- 


"delssohn Hall, before an tnusually atten- 


tive and appreciative audiénece. The pro- 
gramme, a very attractive one, was made 
up of the Schubert D minor posthumous 
quartet, the Bach A major sonata for violin 
and piano, and the Caesar Franck quintet. 
The pianist was Mr. Harold Bauer. 

The Schubert quartet is one of those 
masterpieces that are proof against the 
withering influence of time and repetition. 
The first movement, with its gloomy, im- 
pressive Coda, is enough to lend the work 
immortality; but with the audience the 
favorite is the following Andante, which 
consists of a set of ingenious and remark- 
ably beautiful variations on the theme of 
one of the composer's songs, ‘‘Death and the 
Maiden."’ The scherzo and the final presto 
both continue the greatness of this music, 
and as a whole it is one of the most satis- 
factory quartets of all. 

The Bach sonata, played by 
Kneisel and Bauer, must have been a blow 
to the unshakable opinion of the remain- 
ing few who still believe that Bach stands 
for the dry-as-dust in music. The fresh- 
ness of the melodies gathered in this one 
composition is eternal, and of their beauty 
there can be no doubt to any unprejudiced 
ear. Mr. Kneisel played with a fuller, 
rounder tone than usual, while Mr. Bauer 
performed the piano part sympathetically 
and temperamentally. 

The Franck quintet was played. by the 
Kneisels about a year ago. It is a very 
sonorous work, and one feels that the 
composer has frequently had in mind or- 
chestral effects while writing this work, 
yet it is to his credit that he does not 
tax his instruments too heavily with wel- 
tering harmonies. The climaxes are cun- 
ningly and carefully planned, and about 
the entire work there is atmosphere. It 
is modern, and the simplicity of the older 
masters need not be sought in it, yet, save 
for some incoherent spots in the develop- 
ment section of the first Allegro, the com- 
position flows rather evenly. About it 


all—and here lies the chief charm—is at- 
mosphere. The introduction is very im- 
pressive, and the Lento is sentimentally 
beautiful. Here again Mr. Hauer proved 
bimself a graceful ensemble p/ayer. 

It can be said without stint that the 
playing of the quartet was better than 
probably at any time this season. - And 
this is greater praise than it seems. at 
first glance, when one considers that the 
weather was of the kind that plays havoc 
with the pitch of string instruments. The 
applause was most liberally bestowed on 
the players. 


ADDISON BRIGHT TO SAIL. 


The London Playwright Talks of His 
American Tour. 


Addison Bright, the representative of 
London playwrights, who came to ‘this city 
a week ago on the mission of securing 


Kyrle Bellew and Eleanor Robson to play 
in Mrs. Humphry Ward's play of “ Elean- 
or’’ at the St. James's Theatre in London, 
will sail me ! on the St. Louis. Finding 
that plan not feasible, Mr. Bright spent his 
time in this country seeing as many of the 
current American plays as possible, and 
incidentally in trying to secure a proper at- 
traction for the St. James's. When seen 
at the Hotel Bristol last night he said that 
his chief mission had been unsuccessful. 

“The play that most impressed me as to 
its London possibilities,’’ he said, “‘is ‘ Sol- 
diers of ortune,” now playing at the 
Savoy.

Louisville and Nashville in a Fight for 
Supremacy with the Southern.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 8.—Nothing def- 
inite can be learned in Louisville of the real 
significance attached to the issue of $5,000,- 
000 worth of new stock by the Louisville 
and Nashville Railroad, and the acquire- 
ment of a controlling interest in the 
lanta, Knoxville and Northern Railway. 
The impression is that it means a fight be- 
tween the Louisville and Nashville and the 
Southern for supremacy. _ : 

The. news that the Louisville and! Nash- 
ville and the Southern were at outs was 
followed by the official announcement o! 
the acquirement of the controlling interest 
by the Louisville and Nashville in the At- 
lanta, Knoxville and Northern. This lat- 
ter road, with the Knoxville, Lafellette and 
Jelico Road, which is backed by the Louis- 
ville and Nashville and which will be built 
between Jelico and Knoxville, will give the 
Louisville and Nashville an independent 
line between Louisville and Atlanta, short- 
ening the present route considerably. 

It is also reported that the Louisville 
and Nashville contemplates carrying the 
fight against the Southern into Northern 
territory, so that the proposed acquire- 
ment of the Evansville and Terra Haute 
and the Chicago and. East [illinois will 
give the Louisville and Nashville a direct 
line to Chicago.

BOMBARDMENT OF PANAMA. 


The Colombian Insurgent Vessels Pre- 
pared to Attack the City on the 
Night of March 14, 

Special to The New York Times. 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 8.—Panama was 
saved by the French cruiser Protet from 
bombardment on the night of March 14 
News to this effect was brought here to- 
day by the British steamer’ Columbia, Capt. 
Heath, which was at Panama two days 

after the date named. 

It is stated that, flushed with their 
tory over the Government vessels on the 
morning of Jan. 20, the insurgents on the 
Steamer Padilla and her two small consorts 
had been preparing at a port of Colombia, 
south of the isthmus, to bombard and take 
Panatha. The cruiser Philadelphia having 
moved southward, the way seemed clear 
for the rebels, but they failed to take 
cognizance of the formidable cruiser Protet 

Word was sent to the Protet that the in- 
surgents contemplated a bombardment ot 
the city, and her commander promptly 
caused word to be sent to the rebel com- 
mander that if such an attempt were made 
in the course of his stay in port the Protet 
would sink the Padilla and al! other insur- 
gent vessels that could be found. The 
rebel commander paid little attention to 
the threat, and, in the darkness on the 
night of March 14, the Padilla and her con- 
sorts steamed up from the south. Heading

“It was about that time, or soon after 
the organization of the empire, that 
Ludwig -Loewe, a young and énterprising 
hardware merchant of Berlin, became im- 
pressed with the fact that American sew- 
ing machines were finding a large and con- 
stantly increasing sale in this country. He 
compared them with the homemade sewing 
machines, recognized tbeir superior con- 
struction and.fipish, and determined to see 
Hew this waS accomplished. He went to 
America, visited sewing machine factories 
and other machine shops, saw the work of 
uutomatic machine tools, doing with speed 
and unerring accuracy the shaping and fit- 
ting that had always been done by hand. 
He bought a complete outfit of American 
machines and tools, returned to Berlin and 
established a factory, which proved the 
germ and inspiration of a new era in Ger- 
man manufacture. 

“That original factory has expanded un- 
til it includes, under management of the 
same daring and intelligent innovator, the 
Union Electrical Works, the vast private 
arsenal where the Mauser rifle is made by 
hundreds of thousands for the armies of 
many countries, and an immense machine 
shop ani foundry of the most mo4ern type, 
where hundreds of American machine tools 
~—with an Allis engine driving one of the 
dynamos that generate electrical power for 
this vast equipment—have been employed 
during the past four years, turning out 
lathes, milling machines, automatic screw 
cutters, pleners, and stamping, punching, 
boring, and reaming machinery, all modeled 
exactly after the best American types, and 
in some cases embodying improvements 
upon the originals. 

“ When, in the Summer of 1900, the Socie- 
ty of American Mechanical Engineers was 
brought here from Paris by Mr. Loewe in 
a special train and entertained for three 
days with princely hospitality, they said 
with entire frankness that nowhere in the 
United States had they seen a machine 
shop of more perfect plan and construction 
or containing so extensive and complete 
an outfit of the latest and most improved 
American machine tools. They found also 
everywhere about the place, as well as at 
the electrical works, American and German- 
American foremen and skilled machinists. 
who had taught here the methods which 
they had learned at Providence, Paterson, 
Philadelphia, and Pittsburg. 

“They saw the streets of Germany's cap- 
ital traversed by electric street cars. built 
by the ‘Union’ and the General Eftctric 
Company of Berlin, identical in every detail 
with those turned out by the great shops in 
the United States. Throughout all these 
establishments, which have in effect revo- 
lutionized certain industries ‘in Germany, 
the American system of standard types 
with interchangeable parts, and to some 
extent the American method of treating 
workmen, have been introduced and per- 
manently established. 

“The Bergmann Electrical Works of Ber- 
lin are an example of a class of large indus- 
trial establishments founded in Germany 
during the past five years. in which not 
only the machinery and tools are of Amer- 
ican make, but the technical Directors, 
many of the foremen, and even some of the 
workmen are either native or naturalized 
American citizens who learned their handi- 
craft in the United States. At the Bergmann 
works, the operatives are classified and 
paid by the American factory system. and 
Mave even given up the 11 and 4 o'clock 
stops for beer and lunch which are custom- 
ary in German workshops. 


AMERICAN CAPITAL INVESTED. 


** Not only this, but many large American 
establishments—the Garvin Machine Com- 
pany, the Niles Tool Works, the Luxfer 
Prismatic Glass Company, and a dozen 
others that might be named—have organ- 
ized companies here, largely with German 
capital, and have set up in newly construct- 
ed buildings, equipped with the latest 
American machinery, vast workshops for 


turning out their specialties of the most 
improved types, made from the same pat- 
terns and by the same processes as at 
home, and by workmen who earn a mark 
by the same labor that commands a dollar 
in the United States. 

“The incomparable industrial and scien- 
tific schools of Germany} have made not 
only skilled labor, but expert scientific re- 
search on industrial lines both excellent 
and cheap. The German workingman, even 
at his best, is inferior to the American in 
point of productivity-—-the amount of effec- 
tive work which he can doinaday; but this 
difference in quantity ranges from 10 to 40 
per cent. only, which does not at all offset 
the much greater difference in wages. 
Something more of this disparity is made 
up by the throng of superannuated em- 
ployes, which many German establishments 
are obliged to keep on their pay rolls, and 
who merely open doors, attend workmen's 
lavatories and wardrobes, and render other 
unproductive service. The extent of this 
burden, as it exists here, would be almost 
incredible to American employers, but it is 
a part of their system and they adapt their 
plans to it. 

“As a result of all this, Germany finds 
herself in this Spring of the year of grace, 
1902, fully equipped to supply not only her 
own needs in most kinds of machinery but 
with a large surplus capacity for the sup- 
ply of forei countries. In all but the

NOVELTIES IN DEMAND.

A Prussian statute requires that 
every steam boiler shall be provided with a 
manhole, by which it can be entered and 
| inspected from within. This prevents in 
effect the use of steam motor carriages in 
Prussia, though under certain restricuions 
they are allowed in Saxony and Bavaria. 
Steps have been taken to amend the law, 
and when that is done there ‘will be a 
chance for light steam carriages so popular 
in the United States, to sell for from $700 
to S00, 

American anthracite has been experi- 
n.entally imported to Berlin during the pas¢ 
Winter, but has failed of its expected sue- 
cess, because it is harder than the Welsh 
coal, makes more ash, but less clinkers, 
| is less inflammable, and being, therefore, 

harder to kindle and more liable to ex- 
, tinction under reduced air supply, has not 
werked well in stoves and furnaces mad2 
for British anthracite. There would seem, 
therefore, to be an oppcertunity for a lim- 
ited number of stoves adapted to the Amer- 
ican fuel. 

Artificial leather, for upholstering, &c., 
ean be successfully exploited. It should 
be in picces from fifty to one hundred yards 
long, and from one and a half to two and 
a half yards wide. 

Canned lobster is wanted everywhere, 
but there seems to be no efficient connec- 
tion in Germany between dealers and 
| American producers. The American brand 


is preferred. 

There is also fine field, 
most untrodden, for American cheese. 
English Chester costs about 20 cents a 
pound, while American dairy is quoted 
in New York and other markets at 9 to 
ll cents. If some capable exporting house 
would take up this trade and arrange to 
sell selected American cheese through an 
agency or local firm at Hamburg, it is 
declared, the venture would be successful. 

American canned and dried fruits are 
well known and so popular in Germany 
that the demand is often in excess of the 
supply. Canned turtle meat is also in 
strong demand. 

CHEAP TYPEWRITERS WANTED. 

The report states if there is a really 
good, cheap typewrifer made in America, 
well made, and capable, which can be 
retailed at from $50 to $65, there is a large 
and growing field for it in Germany. The 
writing should be visible while the machine 
fs at work. 

There is some inquiry, it is stated fur- 
ther, for American machines for carriage 
and wagon making. American hubs, 

| spokes and felloes, and bentwood materials 
are in high favor. 

Shoe making machinery has revolution- 
ized the whole shoe manufacturing indus- 
try of Germany, and is still in strong de- 
mand. Especially salable are any recent 
improvements. Naturally the economies 
of such improvements. will be used against 
the shoe export trade of the United States. 

There are inquiries for the Northrop loom 
for weaving cotton and woolen fabrics, 
which specialty should be managed by a 
direct agency. 

Among other articles most in demand 
recognized as standard American products 
are cheap lawn mowers, mulberry and 
prune shears, cheap guitars and zithers; 
cheap carpets, used for stairs and cor- 
ridors; sugar of milk, of which the Ameri- 
can quality is said to be better than those 
of Austria and the Netherlands, whence 
the present supply is largely imported; 
turpentine oil, and small printing presses. 

The report states in conclusion that the 
American who seeks to develop an export 
trade of anything to Germany should re- 
member that he 1s trying to be the seller; 
that in offering his goods to any foreign 
purchaser the tastes and commercial ideas 
of that customer are entitled to a certain 
consideration. .

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MAJOR WALLER TESTIFIES 


Says Gen. Smith Instructed Him to 
Kill and Burn. 


Age Limit Fixed at Ten, He Declares— 
He Refused to Slay Old People 
and Children. 


MANILA, April 8.—Major Littleton W. T. 
Waller of the Marine Corps, at to-day’s 
session of the court-martial by which he is 
being tried on the charge of executing na- 
tives of Samar without trial, testified in 
rebuttal of the evidence given yesterday 
by Gen. Jacob H. Smith, who commanded 
the American troops in the Island of 
Samar. Major Waller said Gen. Smith in- 
structed him to kill and burn; that the 
more he killed end ‘burned the better 
pleased he would be; that it was no time 
to take prisoners, and that he was to make 
Samar a howling wilderness. 

Major Waller asked Gen. Smith to define 
the age limit for killing, and he replied: 

“Everything over ten.”’ 

The Major repeated this order 
Porter, saying: 

**We do not make war in that way on old 
men, women, and children.” 

Capt. David D. Porter, Capt. Hiram I. 
Bearss, and Lieut. Frank Halford, all of 
the Marine Corps, testified corroboratively.

Gen. Jacob Hurd Smith is not a 
West Point graduate, but went into the, 
army as a volunteer during the civil war. 
He was born at Jackson, Iron Furnace, 
Ohio, Jan. 29, 1840. He was educated at 
the public schools at Scioto, Iron Fumace, 

; and at Portsmouth, Ohio, and he subse- 
quently attended a commercial school, from 
which he graduated at New Haven, Conn., 
in 1858. He took part in the civil war 
from May §&, 1861. to the close of operations, 
participated in Indian wars from 1867 to 
1S08, in the latter year was engaged in the 
Spanish-American war, and in 1899 went to 
the Philippines. He was promoted to Major 
Nov. 26, 1894; became on Oct. 20, 180, 
Colonel of the Seventeenth Infantry; was 
made Brigadier General of Volunteers June 
1, 1900, and Brigadier General in the regu- 
lar army March 30, 1901. His home is at 
Portsmouth, Ohio. 

Gen.*Smith's official reports as published 
by the War Department are not of the con- 
ventional order. For instance, one of his 
statements, issued by the War Department, 
is contained in an official report of Gen.. 
then Col. Smith, dated Capas, Nov. 11, 189), 
eescribing operations conducted by him 
with the Seventeenth Infantry. This re- 
port Says, among other things: 

In a few minutes after reaching here we dis- 
covered aboui two to three hundred insurgents 
coming up the railroad track from. the south 
waving a flag of truce. I made my dispositions 
to receive them warmly. 

I heard three volleys from the cavalry, who 
were.to the right and south of the railroad cross- 
ing. They dispersed quickly, going toward the 
east. I got word to a battalion that was in a 
position to intercept them and a few of them 
were killed, but they scattered like birds, and 
we saw or heard nothing more of them. 

Further along in this’ report he 
eighteen of the Filipinos were killed. 
-_In another report, dated Dec. 17, 1899, 
Col. Smith, then at Malasiqui, writes to 
Gen. MacArthur:

HOUSE PHILIPPINE BILL. 


WASHINGTON, April 8.—The House bill 
establishing civil government in the Philip- 
pines was finally perfected to-day by the 
Republican members of the Insular Com- 
mittee, and in its complete form was rein- 
troduced by Chairman Cooper. The House 
bill is unlike that of the Senate, in that it 
provides a complete form of civil govern- 
ment for the islands, to go into effect when 
the war terminates. It is further pro- 
vided that all the legislative power shall 
then be vested in two houses—-the Philip- 
pine Commission and the Philippine Assem- 
bly.

ANTI-CONSPIRACY BILL. 
Sbecial to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, April 8.—The Grosvenor 
bill defining conspiracy has been under con- 
sideration by the Committee on Judiciary 
for some time past, and about three weeks 
.ago Chairman Ray was authorized to re- 
port the bill for favorable consideration 
from the House. At the request of the 
Speaker, Chairman Ray to-day stated that 
the bill will be reported to-morrow. 

The delay in reporting the bill has been 
due to the fact that Mr. Littlefield of 

Maine, a member of the committee, asked 

to present a minority report, and the Chair- 
man has been waiting for this report in 
order that it might be presented with the 
views of the majority of the committee.

Speaker Henderson is said to have urged 
Chairman Ray to get it before the House 
at the earliest possible moment. Nearly

EXCLUSION BILL OPPOSED. 


WASHINGTON, April 8.—A vigorous pro- 
test was made in the Senate to-day by Mr. 
Cullom (Ill.) against the passage of the 
Chinese Exclusion bill in its present form. 
Coming from the Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Foreign Relations, the protest made 
a deep impression on the Senate. Mr. Cui- 
lom, while expressing himself as in favor 
of the exclusion of Chinese laborers, said 
that many of the provisions of the pending 
measure were in contravention of. our 
treaty obligations with China. In the’ 
course of his remarks Mr. Cullom said: 

“‘Our trade with China is worthy of con- 
sideration in dealing with this subject. Un- 
der present conditions it is as sure to come 
to the United States as the sun shines upon 
“us, if we do not close the doors ourselves. 
The Hawaiian Territory, over 1,000 miles 
out from our California shores in the direc- 
tion of Japan. and China in the Pacific 
Ocean, is in the fullest sense a part of the 
United States. The great archipelago—the 
Philippine Islands—over which the sover- 
eignty of the United States is proclaimed, 
is still beyond and comparatively new to 
China. So we have opened the way by es- 
tablishing our outposts upon the sea. to 
make it easy for the United States to con- 
trol ne commerce of ~ 3 ag

ent laws until the treaty of 1894 shall ex- 
pire, if notice shall be given that this Gov- 
ernment does not desire it to be continued 
another ten years, and in the meantime a 
new treaty can be agreed to, which will 
abrogate any possible treaty stipulations 
against the absolute exclusion of Chinese 
laborers, and which will permit us to enact 
such legislation as we may deem neces- 
sary for the protection of our country from 
the influx of these Chinese laborers into 
the United States." 

In answer to an inquiry of Mr. Patter- 
son, (Col.,) Mr. Cullom said he wanted the 
bill so framed as to enable an honest stu- 
dent and an honest teacher to enter the 
United States without being branded as a 
criminal liable to a jail sentence or to de- 
portation. 

Mr. Patterson maintained that affirma- 
tive legisiation should be on the statute 
books to exclude Chinese—that dependence 
shoull not be placed entirely upon the ex- 
isting treaty. Until the enactment of af- 
firmative exclusion legislation such as was 
this bill, he believed that the admiSsion of 
Chinese from Hawaii and the Philippines 
could not be refused, and the islands sim- 
ply would be a stepping stone of Chinese 
to the United States. 

Mr. Perkins (Cal.) said that the attack of 
the Chinese coolie was not alone upon 
wages, but upon the best aspirations of the 
American workingman. No legislation could 
be too drastic to prevent such a consum- 
mation. 

The Chinese Exclusion bill, as passed by 
the Huuse, was laid before the Senate, and 
the Chair (Mr. Frye) directed _that it be 
referred to the Committee on Foreign Re- 
lations, 

Mr. Penrese, Chairman of the Immigra- 
tion Committee, which has had the Chinese 
measure under consideration, protested 
against such reference in view of the fact 
that the Immigration Committee had had 
the subject under consideration for many 
weeks. Ey vote of the Senate the measure 
was referred to the Immigration Commit- 
tee. 


PROTEST OF BUSINESS MEN. 


WASHINGTON, April 8.—At the opening 
of the session to-day the President pro 
tem., Mr. Frye, laid before the Senate a 
telegram, signed by Claus Spreckels and 
about twenty other business men of San 
Francisco, protesting against the passage of 
the Chinese Exclusion bill in its present 
form.

CANNOT COLLECT TAXES. 


Georgia Controller Enjoined from Levy- 
ing on Western of Alabama’s Stock. 


ATLANTA, Ga., April 8.—An order was 
issued by Judge Newman in the United 
States Cireuit Court here yesterday enjoin- 
ing State Controller General Wright from 
collecting taxes on shares of ‘$1,500,000 of 
stock in the Western of Alabama Railroad, 
owned by the Georgia Railroad Company. 

The injunction is the‘result of a suit 


bfought against Controller General Wright 
by the Louisville and Nashville Railroad 
Company, and the Atlantic Coast Line, les- 
see of the Georgia Railroad, to prevent the 
collection of these taxes. The State Attor- 
ney declared that shares of stock in a for- 
eign corporation held by a resident of Geor- 
gla were subject to taxation, and that as 
the Georgia Railroad and Banking Com- 
pany was a Georgia corporation owning 
shares of stock in the Western Railway -of 
Alabama, it was liable to the State .for 
taxes thereon. 

Judge Newman, in his decision, stated 
there was no State law authorizing taxation 
by the State of Georgia upon property 
located in a different State. 


QUEBEC AND LAKE HURON ROAD 


Claimed it Will Be Shortest Line from 


Great Lakes ‘to Seaboard. 
Special to The New York Times. 


MONTREAL, Quebec, April 8.—The Que- 
bec and Lake Huron Railway Company this 
afternoon gave the contract for the con- 


struction of 500 miles and also for its equip- 
ment to Robert J. Campbell, who has been 
prominent in all the Webb deals. The capi- 
tal stock of the company is $5,000,000, and 
the charter authorizes the Directors to 
bond it for $30,000 a mile. The road, which 
is claimed to be the shortest from the 
Great Lakes to the Seaboard, is to be built 
with a view of handling the grain trade of 
the ‘West. The terminal at Lake Huron 
will be French River, to which many im- 
portant shipping points are tributary. 

The Secretary of the company is J. H. 
Hahlo. a New York stock broker who is 
identified with Vanderbilt enterprises. In 
fact, this new project is looked upon as an- 
other of Dr. Seward Webb's deals. 


NEW RAILROAD IN MEXICO. 


Special to The New York Times. 
PITTSBURG, April 8.—A telegram from 
Mexico City announces that as a result of 
the visit of the party of American railrcad 
men. in company with Gen. Charles Miller 


of Franklin, Penn., a new railroad will he 
built, connecting Mexico City with the Pa- 
cific Coast. In the party with Gen. Miller 
are President L. F. Loree of the Baltimore 
and Ohio and President S. R. Callaway oz 
the American Locomotive Company. 

It was the general understanding. here 
that the visit to Mexico and the Southwest 
was partly pleasure, and partly to study 
the use of oil for locomotive fuel. No hint 
as to any connection of that party with a 
new line in Mexico had slipped out here. 


Brief Railroad Items. 


At the annual meeting of the Long 
Island Railroad Company, which was held 
yesterday, the entire Board of Directors 
was re-elected. 


The meeting of the Directors of the Chi- 
cago, Indianapolis and Louisville Railway 


company, at which action was to have 
been taken on the dividend on the com- 
mon stock, was postponed on acocunt of 
the absence of the leading Directors from 


the city. 


The financial readjustment plan of the 
Mexican Central Railway is understood to 
be nearly finished, and may be published 
by the end of this week. The general 
mortgage 4 per cent. bonds and the first 
and second income bonds are to be retired 


under the plan. 


The Manhattan Elevated is now operat- 
ing ‘ten trains by electricity on the Third 
Avenue line. Electric ight has supplanted 
the gas lamps on the Second Avenue line 
as far uptown as Nineteenth Street. 


The railroads in the West have made a 
schedule rate to the packing houses of 40 


cents instead of 45 cents, which was the 
schedule rate last year. The Beef Trust 
last year always got a 5-cent rebate, which 
was brought out at the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission hearings, and based on 
this last year’s privilege the trust this 
year demanded and got a 40-cent schedule 
rate.

BROOKLYN SHERIFF APPEAL 


Argument on Justice Gaynor’s Or- 
der Before Appellate Division. 


Justice Goodrich Comments on Conten> 


tion that a Removal Certificate 


Needs No Reason—Governor’s 


Action Reviewable. 


The Appellate Division of the Supreme 


Court in Brooklyn yesterday afternoon 
heard argument on the appeal from the 
order of Justice Gaynor directing Col. Nor- 
man S. Dike to turn over to Charles Guden 
the books and papers of the office of 
Sheriff of, Kings County or stand com- 
mitted’ to the County Jail if he failed to 
comply with the direction of the court. 
There was an unusual crowd in the court- 
room to hear the argument. Guden was 
represented by Jere A. Wernberg and Levi 
W. Naylor and Dike by ex-Judge G. D. B. 
Hasbrouck and ex-Corporation Counsel Jo- 
seph A. Burr. 

A point presented by 
behalf of Guden was that the Governor's 
certificate of removal was void on the 
face, as it did not appear that Guden was 
found guilty of the charges preferred, as 
it declared that Guden was dismissed be- 
cause of malfeasance, while no charge of 
malfeasance was before the Governor, 
as it did not appear that Guden was 
charged with taking a false oath of of- 
fice. 

“Is there any requirement for a certifi- 
cate of removal?” asked Justice Bartlett. 


‘* Would not a letter, giving no reasons at 
all, be sufficient? ”’ 

‘* No reason need be given,’ answered Mr. 
Wernberg; ‘‘ but if the Governor states the 
grounds of removal at all, they must be 
true in fact and substantiated by the evi- 
dence. Guden was not charged with per- 
jury, and there was no evidence of perjury 
taken before the Governor.” 

“That,’’ said Presiding Justice Goodrich, 
interrupting, ‘‘ appears to be the most im- 
porsane point in this appeal, and we must 
ook closely into it.” 

‘If a man is to be removed from office 
for promises made before taking office, 
resumed Mr. Wernb€rg, ‘‘it seems that 
Mayor Low is in a dangerous position. 
During the campaign he promised that if 
elected he would remove Devery. That was 
a bid to voters.”’ 

“Well, we are not arguing Mr. Low's 
case now,” interjected Justice Goodrich. 

Judge Hasbrouck, for Col. Dike, said in 
his argument: 

‘*‘ Charges brought in matter’s of this kind 
are not to be governed by the rules of evi- 
dence which obtain in civil and criminal 
proceedings before the court, but in the 
simplest manner possible. No evidence 
taken before the Governor is presented to 
your Honors—just the indictment; and yet 
you are asked to review this executive act 
of the Governor's. There is no claim that 
Guden had no opportunity to be heard. In 
this matter the Governor followed the Con- 
stitution to the letter.” 

Here Judge Hasbrouck began a long argu- 
ment relative to the law in the matter. He 
appeared to contend that the Governor was 
the only officer who could remove the 
Sheriff. Justice Woodward interrupted him 
to ask: 

‘Do you mean to say that there is no 
other way to remove the Sheriff?” 

‘Oh, no,” replied Judge Hasbrouck. “I 
am willing to concede that quo warranto 
proceedings could be taken in the matter 
in the event of malfeasance in office. i 
took’the position that the courts might not 
review an executive act on the part of the 
Governor, unless it be plainly and grossly 
an abuse."’ 

‘‘Suppose,"” asked Justice Woodward, 
“that he had removed the Sheriff without 
any charges; do you contend that the 
courts could not reverse the Governor.” 

‘*T do not,’ replied Judge Hasbrouck. 

Justice Bartlett declared that it was cer- 
tain that a contention that an executive 
act of the Governor was not reviewable 
was wrong. 

“We can decide,’ he said, ‘‘ whether or 
not the Governor acted within his juris- 
diction in this case." 

Mr. Burr, arguing for Dike in the habeas 
corpus proceedings, later contended that 
Justice Gaynor had erred when he declared 
that Dike was not Sheriff de facto. The 
fact that Dike held the certificate of the 
Governor and the County Jail, which was 
established by statute, made him the Sher- 
iff de facto. 

Mr. Burr further declared that, even if 
the Governor could not remove the Sheriff 
for offenses committed before he had taken 
office, he was stified in removing him 
because it had been shown that Guden had 
promised to plate five men in his office be- 
fore he was elected, and that he had kept 
that promise, and, further, that he had 
turned over the rest of the offices to a 
patronage committee, and that the commit- 
tee had distributed the places.

8.—The New York and 
Jersey City Terminal Underground Rail- 
road Company was incorporated to-day 
with a capital of $100,000, to operate an 
underground tunnel railroad from a point 
on the bank of the Hudson River at the 
boundary line between the States of New 
York and New Jersey to the intersection 
of Park Avenue and Fifty-seventh Street, 
New York City. The length of the road 
is to be six miles. 

The road is to be constructed under the 
Hudson River, and under and between the 
following streets of New York City: From 
the intersection of West Street and Battery 
Flace, to Greenwich Street, to Trinity 
Place, to Church Street, to Dey Street, to 
Broadway and Vesey Street, to Park Row, 
to Centre Street, to New Elm Street, to

M. Fisk, a lawyer, of 99 Nassau 
Street, and counsel for the new company, 
stated that he had drawn up the papers 
required by the company in its formation, 
and that he would be prepared to make an 
official statement in a few days. : 

Mr. Fisk intimated that the Vanderbilts 
are concerned in the company to the extent 
of being sympathetic with its objects, but 
would not admit that they were directly 
concerned financially. 

Edward V. W. Rossiter, Vice President of 
the New York Central Railroad Company, 
said that he’knew nothing of such a com- 
pany as the newly incorporated one, and, 
so far as his knowledge goes, neither does 
the Vanderbilt family. 

Henry M. Black, a banker, of 55 Broad- 
Way, says that the concern simply suc- 
ceeds another company of the same char- 
acter, but that nothing definite as to its 
plans can be announced just yet. 

John M. Thompson, a real estate dealer, 
of 149 Broadway, and one of the incor- 
porators, declined to make any statement 
concerning the new company. 

Alexander E. Orr, President of the Rapid 
Transit Commission, declared that he had 
heard nothing of the company, but, in or- 
der to build such a tunnel as it would in- 
volve it would be necessary to obtain per- 
mission of the Rapid Transit Commission, 
which, according to Mr. Orr, would not 
be of easy accomplishment. 


GOVERNOR SIGNS BILLS. 


“Sweep” Bills Among Them—31 Ap- 
propriation Measures Approved, 
but Many Items Vetoed. 


ALBANY, April 8—Gov. Odell to-day 
signed the so-called “‘Sweep” bills intro- 
duced by Senator Stranahan at the request 
of Mayor Low of New York City, which 
are designed to secure greater economy in 
the administration of the affairs of the 
various departments of New York City. 
The first bill provides that the Board of 
Estimate shall have power to alter, modify, 
or amend the budget for 1902, and also upon 
the recommendation of the Mayor or any 
Borough President or head of any depart- 
ment, bureau, office, board, or commis- 
sion of the City of New York or of any of 
the counties embraced therein, to fix sal- 
aries in any of said offices, departments, 
bureaus, boards, or commissions. 

The companion bill provides that all sal- 
aries fixed on Jan. 1, 1902, shall continue 
in force until fixed by the Board of Alder- 
men, except as may be otherwise deter- 
mined by the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment prior to the ist day of May, 
1902. 

Gov. Odell also signed thirty-one appro- 
priation bills in which, however, he vetoed 
a large number of items. In the bill of 
Senator White providing for the next State 
Fair at Syracuse he vetoed items aggregat- 
ing $35,000, thus reducing the total amount 
of the appropriation to a figure dess than 
$40,000. 

_He also signed the bill of Assemblyman 
Calley appropriating $100,000 for the ex- 
hibit of the State of New York at the St. 
Louis Exposition. The measure authorizes 
the Governor to appoint a commission of 
twelve to represent the State at the ex- 
position and to prepare a suitable exhibit 
whith will be representative of the com- 
mercial, educational, industrial, artistic, and 
other interests of the State. The members 
of the commission are to receive no com- 
pensation. They may appoint a Secretary 
at a salary of $1,200.

Conference on Reformatories.

Carbonic Acid Gas Bill Hearing. 
ALBANY, April 8.—A hearing was given 
by Gov. Odell to-day on the bill of Assem- 
blyman Colby, which permits the charging 
of carbonic acid gas tanks in buildings 


which are occupied in part as dwelling 
houses. The chief argument in opposition 
was made by Judge Dittenhoefer, who de- 
clared that if the bill became a law it 
would greatly increase the dangers of tene- 
ment houses in the cities. 


POLICY SHOP RAIDED. 


In Precinct of Capt. Vredenbergh, Who 
Offered $500 If One Could Be 
Found There. 

District Attorney Jerome on Monday re- 
ceived a letter dated “April 4, which im- 
pressed him as well worth looking into, 
with the result that there was a policy 
shop raided in the early hours yesterday. 
Police Captain Vredenbergh recently an- 
nounced that he would give to any charity 
specified by the District Attorney $500 if it 
could be proved that there was any gam- 
bling house or policy place in his district. 
Mr. Jerome says he regrets that he did not 
take up the offer. In the great volume of 


his business he had forgotten the challenge 
when he received the letter referred to, 
which read as follows: 

My husband spends all his money in a policy 
shop at 3 Roosevelt Street. I have asked the 
policy man not to sell to him, but he sells just 
the same. If you do not close this place I will 
lose my home, Some time ago I asked the police 
to close this place, but they never paid any 
attention. ‘ 

The District Attorney turned the letter 
over to County Detectives Hammond, Dil- 
lon, McClelland, Reardon, dnd Brennan, 
and the raid was made by them.. Policy 
slips, manifold books, a stamp and fifty 
impressions of official printing and other 
policy -paraphernalia’ were seized, according 
to the county detectives. 

Five prisoners were taken to the Centre 
Street Police Court, where they gave their 
names as Thomas Wilson, 79 Catharine 
Street, arrested two months ago on a 
charge of keeping a policy shop; Vincent 
McKenna, 52 Roosevelt Street; Michael 
Bambino, 150 Cherry Street; John Sullivan, 
the alleged proprietor, and Joseph Bren- 
nan of 404 Pearl Street. They were held 
in $1,000 each: The witnesses in the raid 
appeared later before the Grand Jury. The 
case is in the hands of Assistagt District 
Attorney Schurman. 

Or being asked if there were likely to be 
more raids in Capt. Vredenbergh’'s pre- 
cinct, Mr. Jerome said: 

“There are likely to be raids anywhere 
at any time. But [ imagine the only plan 
to be followed will be the raiding in one 
precinct, as it would be laborious moving 
all around town here, there, and every- 
where.” 


WOULD GUARD HIS GOOD NAME. 


“Al” Adams wants his good name re- 
stored to him. He has been known as the 
“Policy King,’ and does not relish the 
title. He is under indictment with six- 
teen others on charges growing out of raids 
on policy shops made by the Goddard so- 
ciety. 

James Ridgway, attorney, for ‘ Al”’ 
Adams and the others indicted, asked that 
his clients be given speedy trial. Mr, 
Adams was restive under charges affect- 
ing his good character. His attorney said 
that there was a stigma resting on his 
client’s good name, which he prayed might 
be removed as soon as possible. 

Judge Cowing said that the case must 
be tried in the regular course of courc 
procedure, and that it would, have its 
proper place on the calendar. It is the ex- 
pectation of the District Attorney’s office 
that the trials will occur very shortly. 
Mr. Jerome said yesterday that there was 
no thought of delaying the trials, that the 
good names of the defendants might be 
speedily cleared of all suspicion. 


HOTEL BRISTOL TO CLOSE. 


The Hotel Bristol, at the northwest cor- 
ner of Fifth Avenue and Forty-second 
Street, will be closed on May. 1. It is un- 
derstood that the closing has been brought 
about by an increase in the rental of the 


ground, which is owned by the Gerry es- 
tate, rendering uncertain the profitable 
operation of the hotel. The building will 
probably be remodeled for business uses; 
with stores on the lower floors. 

The manager of the hotel said last even- 
ing that he did not know whether the 
Hotel Bristol would be continued at some 
near-by location, but added that, so far as 
he knew, there had been no negotiatioris 
for securing a new building or site:

COL. GAYNOR INTERVIEWED. | 


Knew He Could Not Be Extradited Un 
der Present Indictments, 
He Says. 

SYRACUSE, N. Y., April 8.—A_ repre- 
sentative of The Herald has returned from 
Quebec; where he saw John F. Gaynor and 
Capt. B. F. Greene, who are wanted at Sa- 
vannah, Ga., for trial in the United States 
Courts on charges of defrauding the Gov- 
ernment in contract work in that harbor. 
In an ‘interview Col. Gaynor said: 

“ They think that they can't extradite us 
under the present indictments, eh? Well, 
don’t you suppose that we knew that be- 
fore we came up here? We would have 
been foolish to come if we hadn't. Why. 
we made no concealment of what we were 
doing. I came up to Syracuse on a pass, 
staid there long enough to transact some 


business, and went back to Utica and took 

the Adirondack and St. Lawrence Railroad 

for Montreal. I traveled on my annual 
ass. Everybody could have known where 
was going if they were interested. 

“And they are going to try to find other 
indictments against me? Well, what good 
will that do them? Suppose they do find 
new indictments and extradite us on them, 
They can’t convict us, and they can’t try 
us on any other indictments than those 
upon which we were extradited.”’ 

Informed that The Associated Press stat- 
ed that Chief Wilkie disclaimed any effort 
to bring the fugitives back, and that the 
matter rested with the Department of Jus- 
tice, Col. Gaynor said: 

‘“*T want Capt. Greene to hear that;’’ and 
he called Capt. Greene over and made the 
reporter repeat the statement. 

“ That don’t look as if they were doing 
very much,” he said. ‘If they are so sure 
they have us, why don't they do some- 
thing? We are here ready to be taken 
back. Why don't they come and get us if 
they can? Let them take us if they can. 
They can’t do it. That’s the reason, and 
they know that they can’t do it.”

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700 GIRLS JOIN STRIKERS. 
Threat to Call Out All the American 


Can Company’s Employes. 
Seven hundred girls employed by the 
American Can Company joined the strikers 
yesterday, and a number of them trooped 
through the rain to the strike headquarters, 
New Irving Hall, Broome Street, near Nor- 
folk. Of these, about five hundred were 


from the Brooklyn factories, and 200 from 
Manhattan. The girls were received with 
cheers when they appeared, and the plat- 
form was cleared of men for their ac- 
commodation. Secretary Fitzpatrick an- 
nounced to the meeting that he would 
organize the girls into a union. He ex- 
plained that girls would be out of place at 
union meetings of men, some of whom 
might be rough in their manners, though 
they might mean well, whereupon there 
was applause, and the girls clapped their 
ands. Fitzpatrick said that if the strik- 
ers did not gain their demands, which in- 
cluded the abolition of the time slips, the 
employes in 118 factories of the American 
Can Company throughout the country were 
liable to be called out. 


Oldest Pennsylvania Conductor Dead. 
Thomas Gallagher, the oldest conductor 


Brunswick, N. J., yesterday afternoon 
the age of seventy-three years. He had 
been on the road since 1849, and was short- 


ly to be retired. Mr. Gailagher was born 
April 28, 1829. in County Meath, Ireland, 
and came to this country when he was a lad 
of twelve. In over fifty years he had lost 
less than a week through illness, and when 
he had to quit work three weeks ago be- 
cause of rheumatism it was the first time 
in half a century that illness interfered 
with his work. Mr. Gallagher owned a 
watch which was voted to him in 1890 as 
being the most popular conductor on the 
Pennsylvania Railroad. He received 196,327 
votes. A wife, five daughters, and two 
sons survive him.

William H. Sheldon testified that he was 
at Greenport Church on Christmas Eve. 
After the alarm was given he drove to 
the Hallenbeck house and saw the body 
lying on the floor with the head partly 
under the stove.

The gun had the hammers down and there 
two caps on the gun. He drove to 
and notified the officers of the 
He acted as clerk at the autopsy, 
and saw bullets taken from the body. 

Sheldon found two bullets, one in 
kitchen door and one in the ceiling. 

George E. Hallenbeck, a relative of the 
murdered man, saw the body. It lay partly 
under the stove with a gun across it. The 
caps on the gun had not been fired. The 
witness next went to the Hallenbeck house 
Dec. 26. He saw many tracks about, 
including those of four persons, through 
the orchard, and others from the house 
to the main road.

Bower said he 
went to the Van Wormer house with the 
Sheriff and saw Coroner Lisk have the re- 
volver. 

Bower said he had loaned his pistol 
Burton Van Wormer on one occasion be- 
fore. ‘‘He returned it next day,” said 
Bower.* ‘‘ Fred Van Wormer was in the 
store when I loaned the pistol to Burton.

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Brooklyn Detectives Capture a Prisoner 
and Seize Thousands of the 
Swindling Circulars. 

An alleged “ green goods’’ man was 
rested late yesterday afternoon in Brook- 
lyn by Central Office detectives, after a 
lively chase. For some time past the 
local detective bureau has received evi- 
dence to show that Brooklyn has been the 
centre of distribution of large quantities of 
‘“‘green goods"’ circulars. 

About six weeks ago Frank and James 
Kelly were detailed to run down the men 
who were sending out these circulars, 
They finally began shadowing a man whom 
they followed to a house at 169 Lewis 
Avenue. Late yesterday afternoon the 
suspected person came out, and they fol- 
lowed him to the Reid Avenue Station of 
the Brooklyn Elevated Railroad, where 
they boarded a down-town train with him. 

When the train reached the transfer sta- 
tion at Navy Street, and was just about to 
pull out again, the suspect made a quick 
dash for the station platform. The train 
guard closed the gates behind the man as 
the latter leaped off, but the detectives 
forced the gates open. They caught the 
man just as he was about to board another 
train on the other side of the gene 

It is alleged that he in the meantime 
had thrown three packages, which he car- 
ried, to the street below. Frank Kelly ran 
down the station stairs and secured ‘these 
packages, which were found to contain 
about three hundred circulars, all in sealed 
and addressed envelopes. 

The prisoner, while being taken to Police 
Headquarters offered one of the detectives 
$200, it is said, if he would allow him to go 
into a_ saloon and destroy a hundred or 
more circulars which were aftefward found 
on him. 

Accompanying each circular was a tele- 
graph blank or form which read, “ D. E. 
Fenton, Greenwich Depot, Conn. Send word 
to No. 230 Camden Street,’’ the number 
om § printed in red and differing on each 
blank. 

At headquarters the prisoner gave his 
name as James D. Brownlow, thirty-seven 
years old, but refused to give his address 
or admit that he lived at the Lewis Ave- 
nue house. The two_detectives, with De- 
tective Mulvey and Post Office Inspector 
Boyle, last night went to the house in 
Lewis Avenue and there learned that the 
prisoner, with another man, had rented a 
room in an apartment house at 772 Quincy 
Street, where the two had _ represented 
themselves tO be lawyers. 

At the Quincy Street address the detect- 
ives seized a typewriter, a tin box contain- 
ing letters received, and thirty books con- 
taining the names and addresses of thou- 
sands of persons ail over the country, each 
of the names being carefully numbered. 

They also found in the room six large 
wooden drawers containing circulars and 
envelopes and half a dozen rubber stamps. 
The prisoner was locked up in the Adams 
Street Police Station, and will be arraigned 
in the Adams Street Court this morning.

The Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment sent out a notice to all the heads of 
departments and Borough Presidents yes- 
terday that the salaries of all clerks must 
be reduced 10 per cent. The salaries of the 
various clerks and officials graded in the 
civil service, it is recommended, also should 
be fixed at certain figures. At the end of 
the resolutions it is stated that the sala- 
ries of officials in Schedule A, the exempt 
class, need not be reduced. In this sched- 
ule are included the secretaries, engineers, 
assistant secretaries, and many other of 
the city’s employes. 

In fact, the total sum, now estimated at 
$54,000,000, paid annually for salaries will 
not be greatly reduced. The salaries of the 
firemen, policemen, Street Cleaning Depart- 
ment employes, and laborers, and the teach- 
ing force of the Board of Education are not 
included in this list. An official of the 
Finance Department said, however, that 
it was hoped to save the city from $300,000 
to $500,000 a year by the reduction. 

The following are the resolutions adopted 
by the Board of Estimate: 


Resolved, That each head of department and 
borough President be requested to return to this 
board not later than Monday morning, April 14, 
schedule upon this basis, and 
in doing so he reduce the sum total of 
the pay roll of his department as it stood on 
Dec, 31, 1901, by not less than 10 per cent. 
This saving may be effected (1) by dismissals; 
(2) by abolition of positions; (3) by reduction of 
salaries,

Attached to the resolutions there is a 
memorandum containing the following ex- 
tracts: 


There are two provisions of the Greater New 
York Charter, as revised, that profoundly affect 
the action of the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment in relation to salaries. The first is the 
provision that fixes all salari2s just as they 
stood Jan. 1, 1902, until changed by the joint 
action of this board and of the Board of Alder- 
men. This provision of the Charter will have 
had the effect of largely nullifying every at- 
tempt to effect economy by a reduction of sal- 
aries up to May 1; that is, for one-third of the 
The bill recently passed by the Legis- 
which will doubtless become a law, gives 
to th: Board of Estimate and Apportionment, 
up to May 1 of the current year, the power to 
readjust salaries for the remainder of the year. 
But this work has toc be done, so far as it can 
be done at all, -within twenty 
therefors, be done only roughly. 

The seond provision of the Charter bearing 
upon this subject is the one that places every 
incumbent of an office whose position is abol- 
ished upon a preferred list with a right of ap- 
pointment to the first kindred vacancy that may 
oecur. It is so much easier to abolish a posi- 
tion than to make a dismissal that most heads 
of department, when possible, have taken the 
former course. The result is that the least de- 
sirable employes of somé@ departments are on a 
preferred list with a right of appointment for 
one year to other departments. 

The embarrassments resulting from this situa- 
tion are serious and far-reaching. Taken in 
connection with the existing eligible lists pre- 
pared in accordance with the civil service law, 
this provision of the charter almost seals up for 
the time being the public service against new 
applicants, even When these are prepared to pass 
civil service examinations, It becomes important, 
therefore, in bringing about retrenchment to 
made removals whenever possible after hearing 
rather than to retrench by the simple abolition 
of places 

Under all the circumstances, therefore, the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment believes 
that a reduction of 10 per cent. on the January 
payroll of 1902, outside of the teachers and uni- 
formed forces, is all that can be brought about 
in the time now at its command. 

The object of fixing salaries by grades is to 
make the civil service law more workable; to do 
away with the constant increase of individual 
salaries by teasing or by influence; and to make 
the creation of a new position turn upon the 
question of the necessity for thre position rather 
than upon the appointment of another man, 

In cutting down the payrolls of Jan. 1, 1902, 
the officers concerned are asked, as far as possi- 
ble. to give the benefit of th: doubt (1) to vet- 
erans, as required by the spirit of the law; (2) 
to employes who have been In the service of the 
city for a long term of years. If salaries are to 
be reduced the board hopes that the higher 
salaries will share in the reduction, and that the 
chief burden of retrenchment will not fall upon 
those who receive the least pay.

Such gorgeous things as there are to put 
in the corners of one’s big broad stair- 
cases, in the corner of a ballroom, half 
hidden by palms, or, of course, wherever 
one chooses to put them, but they must be 
in a place where they will not look crowd- 
ed. These are the electric light standards, 
and nothing could be more erfective. They 
are six feet high, or more as a rule. One 
is a representation of a fleur de lys plant, 
the lower part supported by a trellis. ‘I'ne 
top of the tall lamp is crowded with beau- 
tiful blossoms in bronze, each one a case 
for an electric light burner. There is a 
foundation for the plant, and standing 
upon it is a life-sized peacock of bronze, 
the tail of glass, as beautiful as may be, 
and beneath in the form of flower buds 
are innumerable small electric lights which

We are told that these powers are not 
liable to abuse, because their exercise is 
subject to review by the Supreme Court. 
That is a whelly insufficient safeguard. 
In the first place, it is by no means cer- 
tain that the court will take cognizance 
of anything but the power of the com- 
mission under the law. In the second 
place, if the court took cognizance of 
the question of policy, it is not, with all 
respect, fitted to pass on policy, and

THE WASTE OF WATER IN NEW 
YORK. 

The plea of Commissioner DoUGHERTY 
for a bond issue of $8,429,000 for an in- 
creased water plant for the several bor- 
oughs of New York would have been 
stronger if he had not made the mistake 
of endeavoring to prove too much. For

It is well to observe that while every ef- 
fort of the department should be bent to 
the detection and stopping of waste, wheth- 
er caused by defective plumbing, leaks in 
mains, or by mere wanton and willful ac- 
tion, it would be the extreme of folly for 
this metropolitan community to rely upon 
the stoppage of waste as the sole means of 
securing the continuance of an abundant 
water supply. If preventable waste could 
be stopped by fiat, it might be sensible to 
forego all efforts to augment our water 
supply by laying additional watersheds un- 
der tribute, but the authorities who inform 
us how great the waste is also assert that 
the problem of prevention in a city like 
New York would involve anywhere from 
ten to twenty years of time. 


It would be of interest to know what 
systematic effort the department is now 
making to restrict the leakage loss in 
distribution to a percentage which would 
justify the Commissioner in brushing 
aside impracticable plans to locate 
and correct it. Until such effort is made 
and it is at least determined whether we 
cannot do as well in this matter as other 
cities have done, talk of waste preven- 
tion by fiat sounds very silly from an 
officer charged with the grave responsi- 
bilities of the water supply of New York. 

The admitted fact is that at the pres- 
ent time the water lost by leakage, which 
passes the foundation walls of 
consumers’ houses, is something over 50 
per cent. of the amount charged to con- 
sumption. This and other items of pre- 
ventable waste considerably exceed 60 
per cent. of the total supply. To be ac- 
curate, they aggregate about 66 2-3 per 
cent. of our total daily supply. To reduce 
this loss to zero might very well require 
ten or even twenty years, if, indeed, it 
could ever be done. To begin economies 
which in five years would practically 
double the supply available for consump- 
tion, and which at the end of each year 
would increase the available supply by 
something like 10 per cent., is within the 
power of any hydraulic engineer who 
understands his business and is fit to 
be intrusted with official responsibility. 
It is not a task which any engineer am- 
bitious of seeing his name linked with 
monumental schemes of water works 
construction cares to undertake. Much 
of it is simply the drudgery of profes- 
sional work, from which very little glory 
or public applause can be gained. It is 
no less true of professional employment 
than of other occupations that life wouid 
be much more agreeable if it were not 
for its duties. So long as the engineers 
who see satisfaction and reputation only 
in going further and further afield and 
building larger and larger reservoirs and 
conduits can make the Commissioner be- 
lieve that waste reduction to an extent 
equivalent to the doubling of our present 
supply is impracticable, they will escape 
the disagreeable alternative of under- 
taking this work in good faith and with 
a determination to show as good results 
as have been attained in other cities, or 
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making room for more capable and con- 
scientious experts. 

If the supply can be so increased that 
all cause for present apprehension as to 
its sufficiency is set at rest, the work of 
locating and correcting leakage may be 
postponed to some time in the indefinite 
future. Of course, with an enlarged 
flow and increased pressure, the leakage 
will increase in the familiar ratio; but 
that is expected. Given water enough, 
and the amount of leakage is negligible. 

We have given up hoping or expecting 
that any one connected with our mu- 
nicipal Department of Water Supply will 
show a willingness to look the facts 
squarely in the face or take the initia- 
tive in measures which would steadily 
diminish the necessity for largely and 
immediately increasing the supply. This 
duty devolves upon the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment, on the initiative 
of the Mayor. Not only are the facts 
accessible, but what the department pro- 
fesses itself unable or unwilling to un- 
dertake would be eagerly undertaken by 
contract by any one of a hundred re- 
sponsible engineering concerns, under a 
guarantee of results which would effect- 
ually protect the city against paying for 
what it did not get. To make large ap- 
propriations for an extension of our 
water system without at the same time 
providing for the reduction of leakage 
within practicable limits would be on a 
par with increasing the salary of Com- 
missioner DoUGHERTY because he had a 
hole in his pocket which an expenditure 
of 10 cents at a tailor’s shop would cor- 
rect. 


THE SUGAR TRUST AND THE SUGAR 
“BEATS. 

There is nothing at all unlikely in the 
alleged purchases of paying sugar-beet 
plants in Colorado by the Sugar Trust. 
It would simply show that the Sugar 
Trust, on investigation, had found that 
the representations of Messrs. OXNARD 
and BAYARD CUTTING as to the ‘profits 
in the beet-sugar business were ap- 
proximately true. If any one can make 
money out of this industry, the Have- 
MEYERS may be expected to do so, and 
they may confidently be counted on not 
to go into it unless they can make money 
out of it. 

Meanwhile what becomes of the argu- 
ment that the Sugar Trust is pressing 
the Cuban Reciprocity bill? That shrewd 
combination of brains and capital is not 
apt to invite ruinous competition with 
any branch of business in which it 
engages. It has declared that it can 
get along with even free trade. The 
explanation is that the real opponents of 
fair treatment of Cuba are chiefly those 
who either cannot run their business 
with skill enough to succeed or those who 
are not content with moderate profits. 
As a whole, they are a beggarly and im- 
pudent lot. 
“SPITE” ARRESTS. 

Magistrate CRANE expressed on Mon- 
day, strongly but not too strongly, the 
disgust that everybody must feel at the 
efforts of the saloon keepers to make 
the Sunday laws odious by instigating 
petty and senseless arrests. The case 
came up over the arrests of some per- 
peddling umbrellas on 
Sunday in a sharp rainstorm. As Mr. 
CRANE said, that came near being such 
a work of mercy as is excepted from 
the operation of the Sunday laws. 

Strictly speaking, the sale of many 
articles which are openly and habitually 
sold on Sunday is illegal. It is even 
questionable whether the operation of 
Street cars on Sunday does not come 
within the prohibition of the Penal Code. 
But the liquor dealers would be very ill- 
advised if they thought to better their 
own cases by annoying the public. That 
has been tried in other communities, but 
it has never done the liquor dealers any 
good. Their only hope for being allowed 
to sell, to any extent or at any hours, on 
Sunday is the general conviction that 
less harm will be done by giving per- 
mission, under suitable restrictions, than 
by withholding it. Such a conviction 
might result in amendment of the 
law. But to annoy people who wish to 
buy or people who wish to sell things 
the traffic in which scarcely anybody 
thinks objectionable is not the way to 
conciliate public favor for their own pre- 
tensions. On the contrary, it is the way 
to increase and consolidate the public 
opposition to their claims. 
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ATHLETICISM AND THE RHODES 
STANDARDS. ‘ 

In designating the qualities which are 
to be accepted as qualifications in the 
young Americans awarded Oxford schol- 
arships, the late Ceci, RHODEs tells us 
more accurately than any biographer 
could what were his own standards of 
complete young manhood. That he could 
not himself attain them in early life 
may be attributed to the causes which in- 
terrupted his college course and carried 
him into unwilling exile, as the wild 
Tartar horse bore the helpless Mazeppa 
to a throne. First in the order of his 
preference he places scholarship and 
scholastic attainments. Second he places 
fondness for and success in athletic 
sports. Third he demands in the candi- 
date the qualities which make up the 
character of an all-round gentleman. 
Last he names high moral character, the 
instinct of leadership, and interest in 
his companions. On reflection he seems 
to have recognized that he had stated 
these qualities rather in the order of 
his preference than with regard to their 
relative values, for he suggests that out 
of a possible rating of 10 the first 
should count as 4, the second as 1, the 
third as 3, and the fourth as 2. This 
is more interesting than the mere cata- 
loguing of qualities which any one would 
recognize as part of the make-up of a 
complete young man with large poten- 
lialities of usefulness and success. 

In rating fondness for and excellence 
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in athletic sports as the least of the 
qualifications sought in a young man to 
be fitted for a career of conspicuous 
value to humanity, Mr. Ropes reflected 
the best scholastic thought of his time. 
He knew too well the value of a sound 
body and vigorous health to characterize 
as “flanneled fools’’ and ‘“ muddied 
oafs” those who have a wholesome love 
of vigorous physical exercise; but one 
who had earned his degrees as his were 
earned, by leaving behind him the op- 
portunity to win great wealth and attain 
vast power whiie he patiently completed 
the interrupted studies of his earlier 
years, realized as few could that the chief 
end of man is not to excel at football 
or cricket, and that during the precious 
years of youth play should be properly 
subordinated to the more serious pur- 
poses of collegiate training. 

There is a reaction in England against 
the overdoing of college and university 
athletics to which The London Times has 
given the powerful support of its edi- 
torial approval. In a recent discussion of 
this subject it took the ground that to 
permit a young man to devote himself 
chiefly to training for interscholastic 
and intercollegiate “events"’ at the 
time when what he most needs is mental 
training and discipline to fit him for 
the serious business of life is to waste 
precious opportunities without present or 
ultimate compensation. “It is impossi- 
ble,”’ says The Times, shut one’s 
eyes to the fact that from an educa- 
tional, if not from a national, point of 
view, the thing is vastly overdone.” Its 
effect is to unfit young men for the ca- 
reers to which their mental endowment 
and social advantages would warrant 
them in aspiring. A great many fine 
specimens of the human animal may 
be the product of this system, but even 
in this respect its value has been over- 
estimated. Cause and effect are often 
transposed to the confusion of the seeker 
after a basis for safe generalizations. 
The fact that only young men with a 
in 
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superior physical endowment excel 
athletics sufficiently accounts for the 
fact that those who excel in athletics 
are usually fine specimens of physical 
manhood. 

That there is also a reaction in prog- 
ress in this country against the fad of 
academic and collegiate athleticism is 
indicated by the fact that it is becoming 
increasingly difficult to find young men 
of the kind wanted who are willing to 
“go in” for athletics seriously enough 
to satisfy the professional trainers of 
school and college teams. The diffi- 
culty is perhaps due rather to parental 
prohibition than to youthful disinclina- 
tion. When it becomes an impossibility, 
it may occur to the Faculties of these 
institutions to consider whether the sur- 
plus energies of young men ambitious 
to excel cannot be directed into other 
and more productive channels. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


— Many good folks of many kinds have 
united in rejoicings over the “revolt”’ of 
the police, and the consequent closing last 
Sunday of several hundred saloons and the 
arrest of a lot of saloon men. It is some- 
what strange that though a considerable, 
if not a large, fraction of these good people 
are even more interested in the prohibition 
of drinking than in the prohibition of police 
blackmail, none of them has raised the 
question whether the proceedings of Sun- 
day decreased the amount of intoxicants 
consumed, or whether their repetition on 
the Sundays to come will tend to bring 
about that result. It is not reported that 
an unusual number of men were arrested 
for showing the evidences of excessive ex- 
hilaration, but that may have been be- 
cause all attention was centred on offend- 
ers of another kind. One can hardly doubt 
that the large amount of discussion which 
preceded the “‘ revolt’ caused a good-sized 
multitude of men who ordinarily think little 
about Sunday drinking to make personal in- 
vestigation of the new order of things, and 
this could not be done easily without some 
patronizing the many places which the en- 
forcement of the law did not affect in any 
way except by increasing the number of 
their customers. Really the temperance 
people, as such, have no particular ‘reason 
to welcome the new era, since for the pres- 
ent, at least, it makes against, rather than 
for, the attainment of the one end they 
have been wont to seek. The case of ordi- 
nary citizens is different. They look chiefly 
to the purification of the police force and 
think little or none about prohibition, be- 
ing on the whole content with the progress 
of temperance which is to be noted in all 
grades of society—progress due in large 
part to the changed views of business men 
as to the effects of alcohol on themselves 
and their employes. 


——One ELMER SEXTON, who writes to us 
from Aiken, S. C., and may or may not be 
a resident of that town, has sent us a let- 
ter which he doubtless expected would ex- 
cite us to expressions of the utmost horror. 
He begins with a statement of the well- 
known fact that “it is at times refreshing 
to speak frankly,’ and then announces that 
“it may interest your readers to know that 
there is in several States a strong, if secret, 
movement in favor of a real imperialism— 
imperialism with an Emperor.’’ There is no 
disgrace in confessing that a few of the 
editorial hairs erected themselves at the 
reading of those startling words, but, 
though there was worse to come, the effect, 
somehow, failed to be cumulative and the 
hairs soon ceased to bristle. ‘‘ Democracy 
is played out,” continues Mr. SExToN, “ and 
thousands of Americans would welcome a 
Dictatorship, to be followed in time by an 
empire. The trend of events is clearly in 
this direction. The anti-monarchists to-day 
are the Germans, Poles, and Irish, who 
have been kicked out of their own coun- 
tries. The real American is sick with the 
longing for a man who can make himself 
Dictator—who can abolish universal suf- 
frage and do away with the nasal, un- 
washed, chewing Yankee who comes from 
Cork or Bremen.’ Our correspondent sent 
his communication to the wrong shop. 
There are rewspaper offices, perhaps, 
where, in reality or pretense, his laborious 
joke would have been taken seriously and 
answered with hysterical emotion. We are 
content to smile gently, very gently, know- 
ing the nationality of most men named 
Sexton, and the sort of regard for Dicta- 
tors inculcated in South Carolina. 


—Greece has now been free for eighty 
years—if one counts from soon after the 
beginning of the war which ended with the 
expulsion of the Turks—and in honor of the 
anniversary that one of our journalistic 
neighbors, which is named after the most 
famous hot springs in the world, has issued 
a special number of large size. We cannot 
say that we have read this edition of 


‘Thermopylae, the only organ of Hellen- 
ism in the United States,” but it looks all 
right, both as regards pictures and printing, 
and we are quite willing to repeat its edit- 
or's declaration that the articles which 
have been contributed to it by the most 
prominent Greeks and Philhellenists of the 
country are of interest and value. Why a 
New York newspaper, even if it does appeal 
only to readers from one foreign country, 
should be printed entirely in the language 
of that country is a question that might 
be argued at length, but our own opinion is 
that Mr. Bovras would benefit his sub- 
scribers if he put at least a part of his 
interesting and valuable articles in English. 
Surely, he does not want them to remain a 
“colony ”’ to the end of their days, and 
whatever facilitates or necessitates the use 
of a separate tongue tendsin that direction. 
Men cannot live on memories, even though 
they be es glorious as those of Greece, and 
it implies no disrespect to modern Greek 
to say that its likeness to classic Greek is 
hardly enough to compensate those who 
know no other language for the limitation 
upon their powers and opportunities which 
its exclusive employment imposes. 


——A bill abolishing the General Term of 
the City Court was passed by the Legislat- 
ure last year, but Gov. ODELL, to the 
great disappointment of many New York 
lawyers, saw fit to veto it. The same bill 
was introdduced again at the recent session, 
and again it passed. It is now in the 
Governor's hands, and though its enemies 
are said to be actively at work, its much 
more numerous and enlightened friends 
hope that the Governor will reverse his 
former action. The measure has already had 
the deserved approval of Mayor Low after 
a public hearing at which a number of 
prominent lawyers spoke .in its favor. No 
one appeared in opposition. Its enact- 
ment would remove two anomalies in our 
judicial system, because this General Term 
is, since the going into effect of the pres- 
ent State Constitution, the only appellate 
tribunal which consists of Judges who 
conduct the original proceedifgs from 
which the appeals lie, and, by reason of 
this General Term, there are possible in 
actions brought in this City Court four 
appeals before a question can be finally 
determined by the Court of Appeals, where- 
as from all other courts only three such 
appeals are possible. The bill certainly 
commends itself to the lay mind. The 
City Court is one of inferior jurisdiction, 
in which (with slight immaterial exceptions) 
only actions for the recovery of money 
judgments not exceeding $2,000 in amount 
can be brought. It is safe to say that 
no such case involving any important ques- 
tion of law ever ends with the appeal to 
the General Term. They are always prose- 
cuted by further appeal to the Appellate 
Term of the Supreme Court. The inter- 
mediate appeal is, therefore, a wholly 
unnecessary burden upon the litigant in 
two directions—it delays the final result 
by three or four months, and it involves 
a needless liability for the not inconsider- 
able costs, expenses, and counsel fees of 
this appeal. A further and very substan- 
tial advantage of the enactment of the 
bill would result in that it would enable 
the Judges now assigned to hold these 
General Terms to continue their work 
with juries for the whole of several months 
of the year, instead of interrupting trial 
work at the end of the third week of every 
month. In that way fifty or sixty cases 
more could be tried and disposed of, every 
month, than are now handled by the court, 
and the calendar of the court would be 
kept more nearly up to date. It may be 
said, in passing, that the value of the 
decisions by this General Term are not 
such as to make its abolition a cause for 
any grief; it will be very hard to find a 
case in which they are cited as authority 
outside of this court itself. 
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The New British Dynasty. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The approaching coronation of King Ed- 
ward VII. recalls an interesting fact in 
connection with the death of our late be- 
loved Queen, and one not generally known. 
She was the last sovereign of one dynasty, 
and her son is the first King of a new 
dynasty. 

The succession comes through the father, 
and not through the mother, so the late 
Queen was a Hanoverian through her 
father, the Duke of Kent. Edward VIL, 
therefore, dces not belong to the Hano- 


verian line. He is of the line of Saxony 
through his father, the Prince Consort. 
The accession of King Edward makes a 
change in the cockades which are worn by 
the servants of those who are in the royal 
service. The black cockade of Hanover, 
worn by the nobility, officers of the navy 
and army; and others who have a right to 
the distinction, will now have to be replaced 
by the particolored cockade of Saxe-Co- 
burg.

SETTLING PARK AVENUE LOSS. 


Rapid Transit Buying Damaged Houses 
—Company Looking Out for Claims 
Against Major Shaler. 


f the residents of Park Avenue who sus- 
tained damages by reason of the recent ex- 
plosion and cave-in will accede to what the 
subway contractors consider reasonable of- 
fers, the Rapid Transit Construction Com- 
pany wiil keep the suits for losses out of 
the courts. The company considers that 
Major Ira A. Shaler, sub-contractor for 
Section 4, is legally responsible for dam- 
ages on his section, but Major Shaler is not 
a rich man, and, besides that, the subway 
must be finished. The construction com- 
pany, of which August Belmont is Presi- 
dent, cannot afford to have the work de- 
layed or to have their sub-contractor ham- 
pered by the court proceedings. 

Three of the residences damaged by the 
cave-in between Thirty-seventh and Thirty- 
eighth Streets have been already purchased 
by August Belmont & Co., bankers and 
financial agents of the construction com- 
pany. The houses for which deeds have 
been obtained are those of Mrs. Willetts, 
53 Park Avenue; Hall Park McCullough, 

and John J. Murphy, No. 57. It is 
understood that the prices paid amounted 
to nearly $5,000 a front foot. The owners 
received a much higher sum than the ap- 
praisers would have put their proper- 
ties, for the company was so anxious to 
buy that sentimental damages as well as 
actual losses were taken into 
tion. 

The other buildings on the block are those 
of Anson W. Hard, H. H. Flagler, Freder- 


ick W. Devoe, D. Leroy Dresser, and Mrs. 
Collis P. Huntington, the latter structure 
having been occupied by the boarding 
house of Mrs. Annie Crawford. Negotia- 
tions for all these are in progress, and if 
the owners agree to sell, the total amount 
involved will be nearly $1,000,000. The 
agent of the company is approaching the 
residents separately. Mr. Devoe, when 
asked if he had sold, replied in the nega- 
tive, but was non-committal when asked 
about the prospect of his selling. 

The Park Avenue Committee of Safety, 
which was organized to investigate the ac- 
tions of the Rapid Transit Commission and 
of the engineers and contractors, is still 
extant. Its members deny that it will go 
out of business. 

“It has just begun to work,’ said one of 
them yesterday. ‘Even if the company 
does buy the damaged houses, that will not 
prove that all other residences on the ave- 
nue are safe, and the people on other blocks 
may wish to continue the examination of 
conditions until they find they are not go- 
ing to undergo the experience suffered by 
those living between Thirty-seventh and 
Thirty-eighth Streets.’’ 

As to what has been done to settle dam- 
ages resulting from the explosion at Forty- 
first Street and Park Avenue no definite 
information is obtainable, but it is known 
that Mr. Belmont’'s company is willing to 
back Shaler in that matter 
the other. 

Some of those who live in the Park Ave- 
nue block that was damaged by the cave-in 
are demanding fancy prices for their prop- 
erty, prices even too fancy for the com- 
pany. The latter, however, expects to get 
all the block front. But if the very high 
demands are not withdrawn or compro- 
mised the company will probably let the 
plaintiffs go to court. 

What will be done with the purchased 
property is not decided Various other 
plots have been bought along the line of the 
subway, the purchasing corporation being 
the Subway Realty Company, which is the 
same thing, as far as the public is con- 
cerned, as the construction company. As 
already announced, large hotels, with out- 
lets into the underground road, are to be 
built on some of the sites.

Arnold Feldstein, who formerly conduct- 
ed a silk business at 41 Mercer Street, 
with a home, according to the record, at 
34 West Seventy-first Street, was yester- 
day refused a discharge in bankruptcy in 
the United States. Circuit Court of Appeals 
on the ground that he had lost large sums 
of money rightfully belonging to his cred- 
itors in Richard Canfield’s and other fash- 
ionable gambling houses. 

He filed a voluntary petition in bank- 
ruptcy May 7, 1900, when he stated his lia- 
bilities as $972,897 and his assets as $195,- 
936. His creditors stoutly opposed his dis- 
charge, and the report of the referee sus- 
tained them. It was shown by the ref- 
eree's report that Feldstein on Jan. 1, 1898, 
owed $75,000 more than his assets, and that 
this indebtedness had risen to more than 
$500,000 by May 1, 1000. To quote the lan- 
guage of the decision: 

From Sept. 19, 1898, to April 12, 1900, the 
petitioner was hopelessly insolvent, yet in that 
period he lost in gambling houses in New York 
at roulette, faro, and other games of chance 
more than $160,000, and paid this sum out of 
money drawn from his business, as well as 
about $75,000 which he lost in stock speculations. 

For at least a year previous to his failure his 
condition was one of such hopeless insolvency 
that he must be presumed to have known it; 
indeed, the only charitable explanation of his 
testimony is that during that reckless or penal 
plunging he was cherishing the hope that some 
run of luck at the gaming table would bring 
him money from outside his business operations 
which would enable him to restore his depleted 
assets, 

Alonzo C. Maynard was called during 
the proceedings and asked if he had not 
conducted a gambling establishment at 143 
and 145 West Forty-fourth Street. He de- 
clined to answer on the ground that it 
might degrade or incriminate him. Large 
checks passed from Feldstein to Maynard, 
but these, Maynard cMhimed, represented 
money léaned. . 

Records showed that in April, 1900, Feld- 
stein paid out $19,500 in checks for gam- 
bling debts, and one for $7,502 was issued 
to Richard Canfield a week before he filed 
his petition. 

Feldstein’s wife and other near relatives 
put in claims aggregating $26,500 for cash 
advanced and invested in the bankrupt’s 
business. The referee could find no record 
of these claims. Feldstein said they were 
entered in a small book he kept, which had 
been stolen from his private desk. The 
trustee testified before the referee that he 
had broken open the desk and found noth- 
ing. 

“In any event,”’ says the court in the de- 
cision, ‘“‘ these entries or memoranda were 
no more a rt of the books and records 
required to be kept by the Bankruptcy act 
than if he noted his indebtedness down 
on the of a yoo card, or written 
it on the of a book in his library. 
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PICTURES BY ROBERT HENRI. 
A Painter of Storm Clouds, Landscapes, 
and Townscapes. 


Appearance at the regular annual societies 
seems to stimulate artists to one-man ex- 
hibitions, perhaps because they feel that 
the few pictures accepted do not adequate- 
ly represent them. At the Society of Amer- 
ican Artists a slender figure of a young 
woman in black skirt, white waist, and 
black hat, signed Robert Henri, deprives 
the little east room of much of its mourn- 
fulness. One catches a glimpse of this fig- 
ure to the right on the north wall as one 
enters the central gallery, and from a dis- 
tance the picture beckons. It is so odd, so 
graceful, so simple in coloring, so power- 
fully marked out upon its background. 

Well, here is Mr. Robert Henri at the 
Macbeth Galleries with seventeen pictures, 
two of them portraits. One recognizes the 
slender, odd-looking, serious lady with fine- 
ly chiseled, firm, red and dark eyes 
that look down sidewise with a certain 
questioning in them. She is less carefully 
finished a bit of workmanship here, pere 
haps, compared with her picture at the So- 
ciety, but one sees the same style of brush- 
work, broad and calculated for long dis- 
tances. Here, t portrait of a boy 
for which the little gallery hardly affords 
sufficient distance. We are used to this 
way of bold broad handling in high tones 
and in ‘out-of-door trials at effects of sun- 
light on flowers; it is rarer that one sees 
the method applied on lower keys of color 
and with a very restricted range—browns, 
blacks, grays, dull yellows, whites. 

As in his brushwork, so in his coloring, 
Mr. Robert Henri utters an individual note, 
Fifteen French and American landscapes 
and townscapes are here. ‘‘ Snow in New 
York’ tells the story of a blizzard in one 
of the up-town where the brown- 
stone front lingers in serried ranks, while 
the skyscraper already has begun to change 
the vista. “From a Long Isiand Hill” is 
a view of gray troubled sky, glint of water 
under clouded sunlight, brown bare hill to 
the left. The brush strokes are an inch 
broad, and when near the picture 
the paint seems like lava which is arrested 
as it flows; but step back a bit and pres- 
ently the landscape and sky resolve them- 
selves into a fine and perfect scene with 
all the values of color delicately adjusted. 

Less bravura and more rich quietude will 
be found in **‘ Cumulus Clouds—East Riv- 
er," a view down a side street in New 
York. Warmer are found in ‘** Nor- 
Farm House’ and ‘** The House on 
the Dunes,’ a landscape from Brittany. 
“The Clty Island"’ is an ideal townscape 
from the heart of Paris, the bridge suggest- 
ing one of the Seine bridges, the towers re- 
calling but not rendering literally the two 
piles of Nétre Dam ‘River Town in 
France’ and ‘‘ Spain’ are views of wider 
scope, into which houses enter. 

Mr. Henris landscapes are often remark- 
able for the vigorous character of the cloud 
painting. He will give you a cloud that 
stalks across the scene like the balloon jib 
of a yacht, followed closely by a second 
and a third, so that it needs little imagina- 
tion to supply hulls below and turn the 
pase ant into an aerial yacht race. Such 

uge, clearly defined, white and yellow 
in “The Rain Clouds”’ 
and “The Salt Wind” and others. here. 
These clouds are full of movement and 
magnificence and pomp. Another mood éen- 
tirely is seen in “Spring in the Forest of 
Fontainebleau.’" Here we need greater 
space than the Macbeth Gallery affords, 
but at the proper distance the broad, green 
streaks and crinkling white and brown 
dashes mold themselves into a thoroughly 
individual and delicate view of a woodland 
in Spring, with the pale yellowish green of 
that seasou emphasized just enough. 

Sometimes, however, Mr-> Henri goes too 
far in this vigor of brushwork. For exam- 
ple, ‘‘A Sudden Shower” ts a trifle too 
sketchy; it remains too painty at a dis- 
tance, though here, too, the figures of wo- 
men ascending the hill’ from the boats on 
the river brink to get the shelter of the 
house are nicely placed. It is evident that 
the painter has no care for small rooms, 
but seeks to tell what he has to say in such 
a vigorous fashion that in a large apart- 
ment his picture will speak from the fur- 
thest wall much more intelligibly than from 
near at hand. P 

Mr. Henri is better known in Philadel- 
phia and Paris than in New York. In the 
former city he was teacher at the School 
of Design, and at Paris his Salon picture 
of 189) was bought for the Luxembourg. 
He has exhibited in both the Salons. Set- 
tlel at present in New York, he is painting 
and teaching with commendable industry, 
and seems to possess all the qualities that 
belong to the youth of strong masters.

PAPAL MISSIONS DECIDED ON. 


The Holy See to be Represented at King 
Edward’s Coronation and King 
Alfonso’s Coming of Age. 


ROME, April 8.—In spite of the opposition 
of Cardinal Rampolla, (Papal Secretary of 
State,) the Pope has decided to send im- 
portant special missions both to the coro- 
nation of King Edward and to the festivi- 
ties in Spain attendant upon the coming of 
age of King Alfonso. 

The Cardinal's opposition to the sending 
of the mission to England was based on the 
fact that the British Parliament did not 
change the anti-Catholic formula of the 
accession oath, and Mgr. Merry del Val, 


whom the Pontiff designed to be Chief of 
the Mission, openly refused to go while the 
wording of the oath Was maintained. Nev- 
ertheless the mission will be sent, and will 
probably arive in London a few hours after 
the religious ceremony. This will be a repe- 
tition of the diplomatic manoeuvre carried 
out at the coronation of the Czar. 

The question of the advisability of the 
Papal mission to Spain was due to the com- 
promise effected by the Queen Regent in 
nominating the Spanish Ambassador to the 
Vatican as her representative at the Pope's 
jubilee. Under orc‘nary circumstances a 
royal Prince would have been appointed, 
but he would have been obliged also to go 
to the Quirinal, thus creating a situation 
full of unpleasant possibilities. His Holi- 
ness was much displeased at the Queen 
Regent’s step, and decided to be represent- 
ed at King Alfonso’s majority festivities 
only by the Papal Nuncio at Madrid. The 
matter was smoothed over, hqwever, and 
it is now understood that Spafn will send 
a grandee, with an important retinue, to 
specially invite the Pope to send a repre- 
sentative to the coronation. This repre- 
sentative will probably be either Cardinal 
Vannutelli or Cardinal Cretoni, both ex- 
Wuncios at Madrid. 


DUKEDOM FOR SALISBURY. 


LONDON, April 8.—It is understood that 
King Edward is taking advantage of his 
holiday on the water to complete the task 
of settling the list of honors to be con- 


ferred upon the occasion of his coronation.

VALUE OF TECHNICAL EXPERTS. 
Prof. Exner of Vienna Says They Have 


Too Small a Share in Lawmak- 
ing and Administration.

BRITISH BUDGET PROPOSALS 
LIKELY TO BE IMPORTANT. 


LONDON, April 9.—A special order was 
issued yesterday to the custems staffs of 
all the ports of the United Kingdom, for- 
bidding them to issue the usual orders for 


entry to vessels carrying free goods. This 
applies not only to timber, but to all car- 
goes at present free of duty. 

The customs authorities in London are 
very reticent on the subject of this compre- 
hensive regulation, but the general char- 
acter of the order is believed to be due 
to the desire to insure secrecy regarding 
the intentions of the Chancellor of the 
Excheguer, Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, as to 
the budget. 

That the proposals will be unusually im- 
portant is indicated by the fact, announced 
in the House of Commons yesterday after- 
noon by the Government leader, the Right 
Hon. A. J. Balfour, that the budget will 
occupy the House both to-merrow and 
Friday. Usually one day has been suf- 
ficient for the introduction of the state- 
ment of the Chancellor of the Exchequer. 

Mr. Balfour’s announcement is regarded 
as indicating a very controversial budget. 
All kinds of rumors are afloat, but accord- 
ing to the best opinions, the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer will not depart from the 
traditional free-trade policy. The war ex- 
penditure is estimated at £40,000,000, as 
against £60,000,000 last year, while the 
grant to the new South African colonies is 
only £1,800,000, as against £6,500,000 last 
year. Altogether, Sir Michael Hicks-Beach 
has to meet an estimated expenditure of 
£171,000,000, as against £197,000,000 last 
year. It-is expected that the Chancellor 
will endeavor to raise £6,000,000 by addition- 
al taxation, bringing the revenue, roughly 
speaking, up to £150,000,000, and that he 
will provide the remainder by a loan, for 
the interest on which he may possibly tap 
the resources of the Transvaal. 

A persistent rumor is current here that, 
besides timber, iron ore will be taxed. 


THE METROPOLITAN MUSEUM. 


The annual report of the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art, which has just been issued, 
shows that that institution enjoyed last 
year a greater degree of prosperity than 
ever before in its history. Not only were 
the gifts and bequests—including the 
$5,500,000 to $7,000,000 from the late Jacob 
S. Rogers—larger than ever before in a 


single year, but the space available for the 
display of the possessions of the museum 
was far greater, while the public attend- 
ance ec'ipsed all previous records. 

So far as the Rogers bequest is con- 
cerned, the report states that the execut- 
ers of the will have not yet turned over 
the property to the Treasurer of the Mu- 
seum. Among other gifts received during 
the year was one of ten $1,000 bonds of the 
Toledo, Peoria and Western Railroad from 
Charles B. Curtis. Henry Villard left the 
Museum $5,000, and Victor Henry Burgy, 
who died in Paris, bequeathed it a collection 
of 175 cbjects of the periods of Henry IL., 
Louis XIIS.. Louis XV., and Louis XVI. in 
silver, bronze, and other metals, comprising 
church candlesticks, snuff boxes, clocks, 
reliquaries, inkstands, paintings, and en- 
gravings. 

The museum also received from the es- 
tate of C. V. Sidell a portrait of John A. 
Sidell, by John Vanderlyn, and from the 
estate of Miss M. A. Main ten large 
plaques. Samuel P. Avery gave the: muse- 
um a metal reproduction of a jewel former- 
ly belonging to Alfred the Great, the Egypt 
Exploration Fund contributed 109 antiqui- 
ties found at Abydos; John I, Downey gave 
a marble statue by F. Tadolini, and L. &. 
Bloomingdale gave two oil paintings, “A 
Spanish Girl,” by Washington Allston, and 
“Forging the Shaft,’’ by John F. Weir. 

Mrs. John C. Brown gave the museum 
during the past year 164 musical instru- 
ments and 523 portraits of musicians, Mrs. 
Charles B. Foote gave 203 portraits of 
musicians, W. F. Havemeyer gave an oil 
painting, ‘‘In Strange Seas,’ by George 
W. Maynard; E. A. Hoffman contributed 
an embroidered sheet and org case, 
Mrs. A. B. Lansing gave eight pieces of 
old English silver, George A. Lucas gave 
a silvered bronze medallion, three copper 
medallions of Benjamin Franklin, a minia- 
ture of Washington painted on porcelain 
and a plaster cast of Franklin; A. Mariani 
gave a bronze statuette of the French en- 
graver Oscar Roty, and H. R. Storer con- 
tributed two majolica plaques. 

Other contributors were Alfred D. Pell, 
who gave 274 specimens of European porce- 
lains, one’ Japanese platter and sixteen 
specimens of old European silver; William 

. Redding gave the museum twenty-two 
silver souvenir spoons; Mrs. William H, 
Webb gave a gold jeweled snuff-box, and 
Mrs. Mary A. Witthaus gave twenty speci- 
ments of old lace, three fans, and one car- 
rege parasol.

Appointments of Clergy Announced 
at Final Meeting. 


Year’s Collections Toward $1,000,000 
Fund Totaled $700,000 — Debt 
Funds of City Churches. 


Sessions of the New York Conference of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, which 
have been in progress at Grace Church, in 
West One Hundred and Fourth Street, for 
the last week ended yesterday afternoon, 
much business being transacted. First 
steps were taken toward the celebration of 
the two hundredth anniversary of the birth 
of John Wesley next year. 

It was then announced that $700,000 had 
been collected during the last year toward 
the million-dollar fund proposed for the 
twentieth century thank offering. Accord- 
ing to the report of the Rev. Dr. E. 8. 
Tipple, Executive Secretary of the com- 
mission in charge of this offering, $400,000 
has been pledged or given toward the rais- 
ing of church debts, and $300,000 for the 
endowment of the charitable and educa- 
tional institution of the Conference and for 
the Conference claimants’ fund., 

The following amounts raised ‘or pledged 
for the paying off of church debts were re- 
ported: The ‘Olin Methodist Episcopal 
Church, $22,500; St. Mark's, $2,100; Calvary, 
$72,500; Grace, $50,000; St. James, $42,000; 
Centenary, $20,000; Lexington Avenue, 
(Swedish,) 2.500; Twenty-fourth Street, 
$2,400; Washington Heights, $15,000; East 


Chester, $2.100; Church of the Saviour, 
$9,000. Two gifts of $25,000 toward the debt 
of the New York City Church Extension 
and Missionary Society were reported, and 
it was stated that the Five Points’ Mission 
had raised $6,000 to be applied to the debt 
on its property. 

Receipts for the year were reported by 
the Treasurer of the Conference as $128,- 
517. The report for the Church Extension 
Society stated that $12,000 had been ex- 
pended to heip establish new and struggling 
churches, 

The Rev. A. K. Sanford of the Five Points 
Mission proposed Stamford, in Delaware 
County, as the meeting place of the next 
Conference. ‘‘I hope we will go to a more 
healthful atmosphere, away from malaria 
and away from Tammany Hall,” sald the 
Rev. Dr. W. H. Mickle, in supporting the 
proposition, and by a vote of 69 to 49 the 
Conference decided to recommend Stam- 
ford to the Bureau of Conference Sessions. 

The Rey. Dr. Philip Germond, retiring 
Presiding Elder of the Kingston District, 
who comes to the Chelsea Church in this 
city, conducted the closing devotional ex- 
ercises, the benediction being prenounced 
by Bishop Fowler, who has presided over 
the Conference,

TORRINGTON, Conn., April 8.—At the 
opening of the New York East 
Conference at the Methodist Church to-day, 
Dr. T. M.' Poulson, Lawrence, L. L, pre- 
sented a report of the Temperance Com- 
mittee, which declared itself opposed to the 
opening of saloons part Sunday.

TRIBUTE IN MEMORY 
OF THE DE HIRSCHES. 


Erection of a Monument to Philanthropy 
Advocated—Dr. Silverman’s Ad- 
dress at the Meeting. 

A meeting was held last evening in All 
Souls’ Ghurch, corner of Fourth Avenue 
and Twentieth Street, to advocate che 
erection in Central Park of a monument 
to philanthropy in memory of Baron and 
Baroness de Hirsch. Gen. Thomas lL. 
James, President of the de Hirsch Monu- 
ment Association, acted as Chairman, and 
said that the tendency of the age was 
toward broader humanity in all affairs of 

the world. 

“In the past,” said Gen. James, ‘so 
much envy, hatred, malice, and all un- 
charitableness have been comprised in the 
name of religion as to give point to Emer- 
son’s observation that there would be 
more morality if there were less religion. 
Sydney Smith's celebrated mot, ‘ Orthodoxy 
is my doxy, heterodoxy is another man’s 
doxy,’ reveals an intolerance which is the 
bane of progress. 

“I hope for the early coming of the day 
when what is true of art, music, and liter- 
ature will be true of all the relations which 


men bear to one another, and true without 
imperiling those separate and peculiar as- 
sociations which distinguish them one from 
another, for it can be done as certainly as 
Wwe can maintain the affection and tender 
relation of our life at home, only to make 
us more sympathetic and broader in our 
charities with those we meet outside.” 

Rabbi Joseph Silverman of the Temple 
Emanu-E! said that the millennium was 
approaching. 

‘Wor centuries,’ he said, ‘‘ there have 
been religions that have been fighting each 
other. Instead of striving to attain gen- 
eral peace, justice, and righteousness, 
Churches have engaged in almost mortal 
combat for supremacy. The various re- 
ligions of the world have sought to push 
forward their particular phases of ‘theo- 
logical thought instead of working to- 
gether, and have engaged in internecine 
strife in order to achieve their own ag- 
grandizement. 

‘““No wonder the millennium has been 
delayed. These theological disputants have 
carried on their struggle with such vehe- 
mence as to leave them almost dead on 
the intellectual battlefield. Men have de- 
elared that there is only one faith, and 
that is their own, that there is only one 
road to heaven, and that is the one they 
are following. ge 

“A day will come,’ said Rabbi Silver- 
man, *‘ when there will be a millenium of 
justice, peace, and humanity. Roosevelt 
fought well at San Juan Hill and he_has 
fought just as great a battle in the White 
House by recognizing the merit of an in- 
dividual whether he be white or black. In 
doing that Roosevelt has sounded the true 
note of Americanism. ’ 

“The dawn of a new age is upon us, 
We can see that in the attitude of America 
toward Cuba, not only in giving that island 
relief from despotism, but in the National 
clamor to give it independence. The Civic 
Federation for solving the labor troubles; 
and, lastly, the Hague Conference, is an 
indication that the nations of the world 
are inspired by the same desire for human- 
ity and justice as are individuals.” ;

DEATH OF LORD KIMBERLEY. 


Was Leader of the Liberals in the 
House of Lords Since 1897—Held 
Many Cabinet Posts. 


LONDON, April 8.—Lord Kimberley, the 
Liberal statesman, who had been ill for 
some time past, died this afternoon. 

The death of Lord Kimberley will give 
the Liberal leadership in the House of 
Lérds to Earl Spencer, and the many hopes 
expressed that Lord Rosebery would take 
this leadership are certain to be disap- 
pointed. 


John Wodehouse, first Earl of Kimberley, 
had been leader of the Liberals in the 
House of Lords since 1897, and looked after 
the fortunes of the party with much ability. 
He was born in i826, and was educated at 
Eton and Christ Church College, Oxford. 
He was graduated with honors in 1847. He 
had succeeded his grandfather one year 
previously as Ahird Baron Wodehouse. He 
was raised to the rank of Earl in 1866. 

Between the years 1852 and 1894 Loru 
Kimberley held many high offices. In 1864 
he became Lord Lieutenant of Ireland; in 
1868 Lord Privy Seal, and from 1870 to 
1874 and from 1880 to 1882 he was Secre- 
tary of State for the Colonies. From 1882 
to 1886 and from 1892 to 1894 he was Secre- 
tary of State for India, and from 1894 to 
18% Secretary of State for Foreign Af- 
fairs. 

In 1852, at the beginning of his career as 
a statesman, Lord Kimberley accepted the 
post of Under Secretary for Foreign <Af- 
fairs, which he held, under Lords Aberdeen 
and Palmerston until 1856, when he was 
appointed Envoy at St. Petersburg. Return- 
ing in 1858, he resumed his post of Under 
Secretary for Foreign Affairs in Lord Pal- 
merston’s second administration. In i86% 
he was sent on a special mission to the 
North of Europe with the view of obtaining 
some settlement of the Schleswig-Holstein 
question, and in 1864 he was appointed 
Under Secretary for India. 

In February, 1878, Lord Kimberley was 
nominated Chairman of the Royal Commis- 
sion appointed to inquire into the working 
of the Penal Servitude acts. In 1885 he was 
created a Knight of the Garter. He was a 
member of the Senate of the University 
of London, and had been President of 
University College, London. In 1899 he 
was oe Chancellor of the University 
of London. 


WILLIAM STRAUSS DEAD. 
He Was Recognized as One of the Most 


Able of Railroad Lawyers—His 
Advice Eagerly Sought. 


William Strauss, one of New York's best } 


known railroad lawyers, died yesterday at 
his home, 20 Seventy-fourth 
aged forty-nine years.

Mr. Strauss was a native of this city, and 


after receiving a 
a private school, 
the City of New York. took a course of 
lectures at the Columbia College Law 
School, and was graduated with high hon- 
ors in 1871. He began his legal career 
in the office of Porter, Lowrey & Sorer, 
and in 1872 opened an office himself. He 
soon began to devote all his attention to 
corporation law, and acquired an interna- 
tional reputation in this branch. 

His participation in, the litigation of the 
Manhattan Elevated Railroad while it was 
in the hands of a receiver brought him 
prominently forward, and his counsel was 
sought on every hand afterward in rail- 
road affairs. In the contest between the 
Union Pacific and the St. Joseph and 
Grand Island Railroads he again distin- 
guished himself. He was counsel for the 
first syndicate which began the construc- 
tion of the Brooklyn Elevated Railroad, 
and was connected with its reorganization, 
serving as a Director. 

Mr. Strauss was known everywhere as the 
foe of railroad wreckers. He had always 
been an active Republican and member of 
the Republican Club, and had often been 
urged to become a candidate for office, al- 
thought always refusing. 

He was Director and General Counsel of 
the Minneapolis and St. Louis Railroad 
Company and of the Great Eastern Cas- 
ualty and Indemnity Company, and Trustee 
of the Texas and Pacific Land Trust. He 
was also counsel for the American Lead 
Pencil Company. He was married.

In November of 1887 he became 
a member of the General Term of the 
Fifth Department, and as Presiding Jus- 
tice performed most of the work of the 
court, During his occupancy of the bench 
he was noted for opinions shortly and 
tersely expressed, and for the quickness 
with which he reached and decided the 
— issue Involved on broad legal princi 
ples.

its way to Liverpool, were the chief foundation 
for the + gd osarene 4 yo eg rat- 
ors. Again $ week's “in sight ’’ bids fair to 
reach less than 80,000 bales, as compa with 
ache te same week last year, and the American 
supply will doubtless again lose heavily. 


The market started steady in tone, with prices 
2 points higher to 1 point lower, and then ad- 
vanced sharply on a small scare of shorts, who 
were frightened by bullish private spot and crop 
news from the South, on reports that another 
severe rain storm covered the belt, so that 
preparations for the new crop were further re- 
tarded, and by claims that the demand for cot- 
ton goods here and in Manchester was more 
active. Wall Street and a well-known local ex- 
port house were active buyers of the May op- 
tion, while room bears bought the July and 
August contracts. Then came a sharp decline 
in the whole list to 8.88c for July under weak 
late cables from the English market, which 
created a feeling of distrust among smaller hold- 
ers here. Prospects of light port receipts and of 
a very bullish semi-weekly statement by Col. 
King subsequently rallied the market, which at 
noon became decidedly firm, with Wall Street 
and commission houses vigorous buyers of the 
Summer months. Reports that very little of the 
Southern stocks remain unsold helped _ to 
Strenethen bull convictions. Yet healthy public 
speculation failed to make its appearance, and 
for the rest of the day the market followed a 
narrow rut, with the close quiet and net 1 point 
higher to 8 points lower. The estimates for 
Wednesday's New Orleans and Houston receipts 
were larger than expected. On the ‘“ curb”’ 
there was little business done, and prices failed 
to change a single point. On the New York 
closing no change is due in the English market, 
though the urgent demand for spot cotton in 
Liverpool is likely to advance near months a 
trifle further. Col. King gave this week's semi- 
weekly interior town receipts as 14,746 bales, 
aginst 25,143 last week, and 28,215 last year;

BREADSTUFFS.—WHEAT—Activity and 
strength marked the afternoon developments ip 
wheat, in contrast to dullness and depression 
during the forenoon. Sentiment was bearish, 
and the crowd sold readily after the opening in 
an effort to break the market on favorable 
weather news, but only succeeded in paving the 
way for subsequent strength, which was to a 
considerable extent due to late excitement and 
advance in corn. The May option in all mar- 
kets was notably sensitive to bull operations, 
and in St. Louis went up fully 2c a bushel. The 
July followed close behind, but September was 
apparently less in demand, for at the West it 
only closed \%c higher than the previous night. 
News as a whole throughout the day was per- 
haps more bearish than otherwise, but the crowd 
has hammered prices down to a point where 
aggressive transactions on the bear side are not 
s0 popular as they were a few weeks ago. Con- 
sequently any show of good strength either in 
wheat or coarse grains has a sharp effect on the 
market. The buying was mostly for short ac- 
count, in face of good weather news and easier 
cables. The seaboard clearances, however, and 
statistics generally favored the bull side, having 
considerable weight at times, both here and at 
the West. Shipments from all seacoast points 
amounted to 794,700 bushels of wheat alone, and 
with flour to 930,000 bushels, giving evidence of 
the big export business accomplished not long 
ago. New business in this department for the 
day included 22 loads at New York and 20 loads 
at outports. The former consisted of 10 loads 
No, 2 hard Winter, 2 loads No. 1 Northern, Du- 
luth; 3 loads No. 1 hard, Manitoba, and 7 loads 
of Spring wheat. The interior movement aggre- 
gated only 300,000 bushels, contrasted with 436,- 
000 bushels a year ago. The weather map showed 
warmer conditions west of the Mississippi and 
colder in the Eastern sections. It was intimated 
that snow made the April condition 84, indicat- 
ing a crop of 440,000,000 bushels against the in- 
dicated yield last December of 457,600,000 bush- 
els, the April figures therefore being rather 
bearish.

MARKET MOVEMENT. 


London surprised Wall Street yester- 
day morning by turning up as a buyer 
of American stocks. Louisville and 
Nashville was the favorite, and foreign 
quotations received before the New York 
Stock Exchange opened recorded sub- 
stantialmadvances. When business start- 
ed here the sagging tendency character- 
izing Monday’s market movement con- 
tinued but a little while—the London- 
Louisville exhibit being construed on 
every side as significant of no mere pass- 
ing manipulation. Throughout the day 
the market was. firm and more than 
ordinarily active—the day’s transactions 
passing 700,000 shares. 


Activity by a variety of pools operat- 
ing in stocks of low price continues a 
conspicuous market feature. The set- 
back of Monday was disheartening to 
some of these ventures, and new ag- 
gressiveness marked the first oppor- 
tunity they had yesterday to resume 
their hopeful demeanor. Few of these 
pools are of new formation, most of 
them representing programmes over- 
taken and smashed by the panic of last 
May. Throughout last Summer, and 
Fall and Winter, for nearly a year, there 
has been patient carrying of lines of 
stocks accumulated toward the end of 
the boom that the Northern Pacific 
frenzy ended. Market quotations falling 
far down, Wall Street in many instances 
has witnessed extraordinary adroitness 
exercised by syndicates caught over- 
loaded; but in relatively few cases was 
there extinction for such combinations as 
survived actual destruction on the panic 
day; and the new activities and the 
new earnestness of those pools now tes- 
tify—if to nothing else—to the courage 
that the average Wall Street speculator, 
under tests, can show. And—with gen- 
eral market conditions favorable—it will 
be strange, indeed, if eventually these 
(pool managers do not close their ac- 
counts with a profit. Incidentally, how- 
ever, buyers who buy now need not be 
deluded into a notion that present hold- 
ers want to be holders through another 
puch year as the one past. Present 
manipulation is manipulation to “ get 
even” on, to unload upon, to tempt some- 
body else into what, in the vernacular 
of Wall Street, is denominated “ carry- 
ing the bag.” Still, the group of stocks 
in which this character of manipulation 
is assertive is‘not a list that is very long.

In contrast with the efforts that the 
managers of these belated pools are mak- 
ing to put up the prices of their special- 
ties is the exhibit of determination upon 
the part of the managers of the Copper 
Trust to knock the price of the shares of 
their corporation down—the one crowd 
manipulating upward and the other 
crowd manipulating downward § being 
equally against a market that is natural. 
Illustrative of the Copper Trust perform- 
ance is this quotation from a bulletin 
issued in Wall Street yesterday by the 
New York News Bureau: 


The meeting of the Directors of the 
Amalgamated Copper Company will be 
held April 17. A Director of the company 
says that a quorum will be present at that 
meeting, including, probably H. H. Rogers, 
who is expected ‘to return to the city 
before that date. This Director says that 
it is impossible at this time to say what 
action will be taken upon the dividend, but 
it may be accepted as a fact that the 
dividend will certainly not be more than 
1 per cent. It is possible, however, that 
the board may conclude to reduce it to 
one-half of 1 per cent. or even to pass it 
entirely. So far as the copper situation is 
concerned, there has been no noticeable 
improvement for the past month. 


Statements made by the New York 
News Bureau are trustworthy; and there 
need be no doubt—however amazing the 
spectacle may be--that ‘‘a Director of 
the company ” is quoted, and quoted cor- 
rectly, as making declarations and using 
insinuations calculated to make share- 
holders uneasy—to so alarm them that 
under the threat of further decrease in 
dividends they may sell out stock they 
have carried from $130 a share down to 
the present quotation of half that price. 
And this official bulletin comes from the 
same official sources that invited the 
public to subscribe for stock at par, that 
aggressively used Stock Exchange facili- 
ties to induce public buying far above 
par—the same official authority that at 
65, just as at 130, refuses absolutely to 
give to shareholders any definite infor- 


mation whatsoever as to the corpora- 
tion’s condition and affairs, refusing to 
exhibit what it owns, refusing to tell 
what it owes, hiding earnings, making a 
mystery of everything. 

The uiftie pools, strenuously trying to 
squirm out of market lésses that have 
dragged them down for a year, cut really 
an almost heroic figure beside this Cop- 
per Trust grab game. 

Money market conditions—surface, ex- 
hibitions, at least—were less agitated 
yesterday. Call funds were bid up to 
GY, per cent., but the business of the day 
was under the legal rate. 


UNION BAG AND PAPER.

LOUISVILLE AND NASHVILLE. 


The feature of yesterday’s market was 
the pronounced activity and the sustained 
strength of Louisville and Nashville. Open- 
ing up at 107%, as compared with Tues- 
day’s close of 107%, the stock with little or 
no reaction advanced to 110%, receded then 
a point, and finally closed at 109%, for a 
net gain of 2% points. The total dealings 
amounted to approximately 160,000 shares— 
more than one-fifth of the entire market 


transactions. 

Several reasons were offered for the ad- 
vance. One was that official assurance 
has been given that at the next dividend 
meeting the stock will be put on a 6 per 
cent. basis. This is neither confirmed nor 
denied. 

Another is that certain Western interests, 
including the Moore Brothers, have actually 
planned to buy control of the company in 
the open market and to this end have 
bought all the stock lately offered—includ- 
ing, it is believed, 50,000 shares of Treastry 
stock which it is reported has recently been 
sold in the open market. 

Still another report has it that the buy- 
ing is not for control, but is intended to 
force short covering. It is pointed out in 
this connection that the new stock just is- 
sued by the company cannot be listed for 
at least thirty days, and will not be a good 
delivery until then. If, therefore, the stock 
has been sold in advance, other stock must 
be borrowed against the sales; and if this 
borrowed stock should be called before the 
new stock is issued, a bad ‘“ squeeze’’ 
might easily be effected. 

However this be, the two facts that are 
clear are that the buying yesterday was 
of a most persistent nature, and that at 
the moment there is a very considerable 
short interest in the stock. 


MONEY MARKET SITUATION. 


The money market was somewhat easier 
yesterday than on the day previous, though 
it still gave evidence that any.extended de- 
mand might send rates sharply up. The 
highest call figure reached during. the day 
was 61% per cent., as compared with Mon- 
day’s high of 7, but most of the day’s loans 
were made at 5% per cent, 

There were two interesting developments 
during the day. One was the disclosure 
that a large Western house had on Mon- 
day borrowed $5,000,000 on time, the state- 
ment being made that this would be used to 
take up some of the firm’s recent stock 
purchases, Louisville and Nashville being 
mentioned in this connection. 

The other development was that the Sub- 
Treasury was debtor at the Clearing House 
yesterday morning to the extent of $2,100,- 
000, due largely to disbursements for the 
transportation of United States mails. It 
was said also that the delayed checks for 
the April Government bond interest pay- 
ments had begun to come in. 

The sterling exchange market was weak 
yesterday, both demand and sixty-day 
rates closing %c lower than on Monday. 
This effectually precludes any further gold 
exports at this time. 


WESTINGHOUSE STOCK SOARS. 

A remarkable feature of yesterday's mar- 
ket was the phenomenal advances scored 
by the shares of Westingheuse Electric 


and Manufacturing Company, the common 
umping up 14% points and closing for a 
= Savoie of 12 points on dealings in 
9,700 shares, while the first preferred rose 
15 points on transactions involving 1,000 
shares. . 

There was no news to explain the rise, 
but the talk was that the company is earn- 
jing something like 30 per cent. on its capi- 


talization.

COAL TRADE SITUATION. 


Discussing the general coal trade situa- 
tion, The Coa! Trade Journal says that the 
trade is in very fair condition; the amount 
that is coming to hand is readily taken up, 
so that there is no surplus in the care of 
the shippers. It appears to be the desire 
of the dealers to get forward all the hard 
coal possible while the price is at the 
lowest for the season, and there is the 


tendency to rush more orders than it is 
at all likely can be filled during the current 
month. 

Apropos of the labor situation, The Jour- 
nal says:

iffs claim. could have been readily sold at 
par, and that it was practicable to procure 
| $10,000,000 for Third Avenue Railroad Com- 
pany stock. The reply to this, by the Mct- 
|ropolitan Company, is that if new stocx 
were issued, the present annual dividerd 
at the rate of 7 per cent. would have to be 
greatly reduced, and that if new bonds were 
issued an additional fixed-charge would be 
|} incurred. and the dividend would likewise 
! have to be reduced, and that a reduction of 
l|the dividend would greatly depreciate ihe 
'market value of the stock, and that many 
investors, especially among small holders, 
would be seriously embarrassed by a reduc- 
tion in income. 

‘*Moreover, it appears the 
fixed charges as at present, and 
guaranteed dividend upon the Third Ave- 
nue Railroad Company stock not yet pay- 
able. the Metropolitan Company was about 
$31,000 short last year of earning a divi- 
dend of 7 per cent. Furthermore, the Met- 
ropolitan Company alleges that other sys- 
tems and methods of transportation, and 
the probability of additional taxes. are 
likely, in the near future, to impair its net 
earnings. We should not continue this 
line of argument.”’ 

Justice Gildersleeve says that it is clear 
that the provisions of Section 78 of the 
railroad law authorize the lease from one 
railroad corporation to another, and that 
in his opinion the lease in question has 
fuliv complied with the law, and that: 

“The fallacy of plaintiffs’ claim that 
there is a merger and consolidation of the 
two companies is too apparent to call for 
Cciscussion. The claim that,the lease to 
the Interurban Company violates existing 
leases or agreements cannot be sustained.” 

The Justice does not uphold the charge 
of the plaintiffs that the terms of the lease 
are a fraud on the minority stockholders, 
and quotes many authorities against their 
contention The court's opinion says, in 
conclusion: 

“The lease must stand or fall on its own 
merits, wholly irrespective of the relations 
between the Securities Company and the 
Interurban Company or the option men- 
tioned. It is true that if the lease becomes 
operative the stockhoiders are limited to an 
annual dividend of 7 per cent for 99 years, 
no matter how great the earnings and 
profits of the Metropolitan system may be- 
come. It is true that should the net earn- 
ings of the svstem in time exceed 7 per 
cent., the holders of the stock of the Met- 
ropolitan Securities Company would get the 
benefit. These considerations. however, do 
not affect the bona fides of the plan now 
fought to be carried out by the Metropolitan 
Company. 

“The discussion still turns upon the two 
points to which we first directed our at- 
tention, namely: 1. Is the lease void on its 
face for illegaiity? 2. In view of all the 
facts and circumstances disclosed on this 
motion, is the rental grossly inadequate 
and the plan a fraud upon the minority 
stockholders? These questions must be 
finally determined when the actions come 
to trial. I fail to find sufficient grounds to 
warrant a continuance of the injunctions 
pendente lite. 

“The motions to continue the injunctions 
are denied and the temporary injunctions 
are set aside, with $10 costs in each case. 
Settle orders on notice.” 

Following the announcement of the deci- 
sion in Wall Street denying the motion to 
continue the temporary injunction against 
the lease of the Metropolitan Street Rail- 
way to the Interurban Company. there was 
a ee advance in Metropolitan to 167.

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EIGHT-HOUR LAW IN 
THE CITY DEPARTMENTS. 


Citizens’ Union Urges Strict Enforce- 
ment in a Letter to the Board 


of Estimate. 
The City Committee of the Citizens’ Union 
has sent the following letter to the Board 


of Estimate: 


To the Board of Estimate and Apportionment. 
Gentlemen—We venture to suggest that the ex- 
penses of the city government for the current 
year can be very materially reduced by thorough 
enforcement of the eight-hour law (or work day) 
in all departments of the City Government where 
the employes now work less than that time, and 
as the city undoubtedly pays better wages for 
the same time and grade of work than do private 
employers, it certainly is entitled to eight hours 
of actual service for a day's work. 
for and adoption of the eight-

hour day we ewe to the trades unions; 
they apply it? The.carpenter, bricklayer, or 
other craftsman works from 8 A. M. until 5 
P. M., with one hour for the mid-day meal, 
eight hours of actual labor. The city employes 
in most departments are supposed to work from 
9 until 5, with an hour for lunch, and three 
hours only on Saturday, making a week of thirty- 
eight hours, instead of forty-eight hours; this 
represents a direct loss to the city of about 21 
per cent. on its payroll for the majority of 
employes. 

It is probably safe to say that allowing for 
short hours (9 to 4) for absenteeism, long meal 
hours, &c., the employes of many of the de- 
partments during the recent administration did 
not work on an average more than five hours 
per day, in which event the same departments 
must now be over-manned, 

The above remarks do not apply to the great 
majority of employes in the following depart- 
ments: Police, Fire, Education, and Street- 
Cleaning. (In these departments the clerical 


} staff should conform to the eight-hour rule.) 


The average city employe reecives long wages 
for short hours, and should work the full quota 
of eight hours; any man worth his salt is 
willing to do that. Many heads of departments 
and their chief assistants work many more than 
eight hours, in labor involving great anxieties 
and responsibilities; much more than should 
the average clerk or other city employe be con- 
tent to work at least for eight hours. We have 
reason to believe they average about six and a 
half hours. If this abuse was corrected it would, 
of course, lead to numerous dismissals of men 
whose services are not needed, a desirable thing 
in our judgment, giving the Commissioners the 
much needed opportunity of dismissing the in- 
competents and political hangers-on, men who 
ought never to have been appointed, and re- 
taining in the service the most competent and 
reliable men. 

Further we are convinced from information 
and observation, that even now many men are 
shirking their work nursing their jobs, and we 
are satisfied the city’s business can be con- 
ducted efficiently with a much smaller force of 
employes if full time is demanded. A careful 
study which we have made of a division of one 
of the departments of the government has satis- 
fied us the city’s pay-roll can generally be re- 
duced by more than 15 per cent. This means a 
saving of millions. 

A popular but erroneous impression prevails 
that the working hours are set or regulated by 
an ordinance of the Board of Aldermen; that 
is not so; the ordinances simply state that the 
public offices shall be open certain hours, plain- 
ly meaning that they shall open to the public 
or for public business during the hours pre- 
scribed, but certanily not limiting the head of 
the department as to what hours he shall work 
his force; on that question we suggest that a 
proper and fair enforcement of the eight-hour 
day would be just to all concerned,

DR. FROST STILL IN BELLEVUE. 


Clergyman from Baltimore. Who Dis- 
turbed Authors’ Dinner May Be Re- 
moved from the Institution To-day. 
The Rev. William Albert Crawford-Frost, 
rector of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
of the Holy Comforter, Baltimore, Md., who 
created a disturbance at the dinner given 
to Andrew Carnegie on Monday evening by 
the Society of American Authors at the St. 
Denis Hotel, was detained in the insane 
pavilion at Bellevue all day yesterday. He 
was there under the immediate charge of 
Dr. Flavius Parker. During the afternoon 
State Specialists Allen Fitch and Valentine 
Wildman were in the pavilion for a time, 
but it was not admitted that they made 


anything like an official inquiry into the 
state of the clergyman’s mind. 

Neither Dr. Parker nor those directly un- 
der him would talk of the case. Superin- 
tendent Stewart admitted only that Mr. 
Frost was suffering from “ acute mania." 
He was asked to explain, if he could, what 
Mr. Frost was likely to have used the 
ether for which led to his removal from the 
Waldorf-Astoria, but he became merely 
facetious about the matter. 

As soon as Mr. Frost had been removed 
to Bellevue the manager of the Waldorf- 
Astoria telegraphed to his wife. She was 
expected to reach Bellevue duri the aft- 
ernoon some time, but up to a late hour 
last night the physicians in charge of the 
clergyman said she had not been there. 
Two men dressed in the garb of ministers 
called upon Mr. Frost during the day, but 
neither of them would give the slightest 
intimation as to the condition of their 
friend. 

It was hinted that Mr. Frost would prob- 
ably be removed from Bellevue about 10 
o’cleck this morning. 





BALTIMORE, April 8.—At the home of 
the Rev. W. A. Crawford-Frost to-day it 
was said that he went to New York yester- 
day to attend last night’s banquet of the 
Society of American Authors, and great 
surprise was expressed at what had hap- 
pened there. Dr. Frost has criticised Mr.

more good could have been accomplished if 
that gentleman had bestowed his money in 
other ways than founding libraries.

joyed slumber in his own richly carved 
bed at his home, 113 Bast Fortieth Street. 

Mr. Fitch decided some time ago to. go 
abroad to seek rest and change, as he 
had not entirely recovered from his recent 
illness. He engaged passage on the Kron- 
pring Wilhelm. After bidding his friends 
“good bye” at a little farewell dinner 
on Monday night he returned home early 
to be up betimes for the sailing of the 
steamer. 

Telegrams, flowers, and baskets of fruit 
poured down to the pier yesterday, tokens 
of remembrance from the playwright’'s 
many friends. They were carried on the 
steamer preparatory to her departure, and 
piled in the stateroom to await Mr. Fitch's 
arrival. The afternoon papers printed sto- 
ries about his departure for Europe, but, 
despite that fact, he was not on the steam- 
er, and a confiding friend relating last night 
that a certain prominent playwright’s next 
Piece will have the title ‘‘ The Sorrows of a 
Sound Sleeper, or the Disappointments of 
Excessive Somnolence.”’

Urged to Visit Charleston Exposition. 


The committee of the Merchants’ Asso- 
ciation which is arranging for a delegation 
to visit the Charleston Exposition on New 
Yerk Day, April 23, sent out 2,500 circulars 
yesterday to prominent local business firms 
urging the recipients to participate in the 
trip. Cireular letters have also been sent

Rapid Transit Board to Defer to Mayor 
Low’s Wishes—Views of Corpora- 
tion Counsel Rives. 


J. G. Carlisle and William Edmond Cur- 
tis yesterday presented to members of the 
Merchants’ Association of New York a 
copy of the argument to be made by Mr. 
Carlisle before Gov. Odell to-day against 
the Bedell bill, granting extraordinary 
privileges to the New York Central and 
other railroad companies having terminal 
facilities in cities of the first class—New 
York and Buffalo. Messrs. Carlisle, Curtis, 
S. C. Mead, and other members of the as- 
sociation will leave for Albany at an early 
hour to-day. 

At or about the same time ‘delegations 
from the Reform Club, the City Club, Tam- 
many Hall, the New York Retail Grocers’ 
Union, and others will also start for Albany 
on a similar mission, 

The decision to send a delegation repre- 
senting Tammany Hall was reached at a 
meeting of the Executive Committee of 
that organization last night. The delegates, 
who were appointed by Lewis Nixon, are 
Arthur C. Butts, Philip J. Britt, and War- 
ren Leslie. After the adjournment of the 
meeting Mr. Nixon said that the ground 
upon which the Executive Committee deter- 
mined to oppose the bill was that it was 
subversive of the principle of home rule 
and under the guise of meeting a particular 
condition granted powers which were of 


such a sweeping character as to be preju- 
dicial to the city’s best interests. 

The Grocers’ Union, at a meeting held 
yesterday at their headquarters, errace 
Garden, Fifty-seventh Street, near Third 
Avenue, unanimously adopted the following 
resolutions: 

Whereas, Assembly Bill No. 1,655, introduced 
by Mr. Bedell of Orange County, is now in the 
hands of the Governor for his rejection or ap- 
proval, this bill giving extraordinary powers to 
the Railroad Commissioners of this State, three 
men appointed by the Governor and paid by the 
railroads, and 

Whereas, This law confers on the Railroad 
Commissioners power to grant to any railroad or 
railroads the right to condemn any property in 
this city er in any city of the first class in this 
State for the use of any railroad operating any 
part of its road or having a terminal in any city 
of the first class in this State making application 
to them for a change of route or terminal, not 
even exempting the public parks of this city, 
with or without the consent of the Mayor or of 
any part of the administration elected to govern 
this city, and 

Whereas, This extraordinary power conferred 
on the Board of Railroad Commissioners is one 
of the most drastic ever sought to be conferred 
on any board in this State, eliminating the safe- 
guards which have heretofore existed for the pro- 
tection of the city and its inhabitants from the 
spoliation and confiscation of their property to 
the use of any railroad operating any part of its 
road in any city of the first class, therefore, be it 

Resolved, That this Retail Grocers’ Union re- 
spectfully and earnestly requests Gov. Odell, in 
justice to the cities affected by it and in the in- 
terest of home rule for the cities of this State, 
to withhold his signature from this bill; and be 
it further 

Resolved, That a committee of one or three be 
appointed by the President to go to Albany to 
present these resolutions, properly attested and 
signed by the President and Secretary of this 
union, to the Governor of this State.

Corporation Gounsel George L. Rives said 
that there was no force in the objection to 
the bill on the ground that it would apply 
to street railroads organized under special 
acts. In the case of the building of street 
railways, he said, the Constitution express- 
ly required consent of the city authorities. 
He stated that after looking into the laws 
relating to the matter, he had ascertained 
that the so-called Pennsylvania tunnel bill 
did not apply to improvements at the Grand 
Central Station. So far as the underground 
loop for suburban trains is concerned, he 
remarked that the Pennsylvania bill would 
apply, but the company's plans also pro- 
vided for a Y-shaped widening of the open 
cut above the train shed, and the pushing 
back of a part of Park Avenue, changes 
that could not possibly be made under the 
terms of the act in question. 


PAROCHIAL SCHOOL ROBBED. 


Arrested Suspect Identified by ‘Little 
Girls—Several Hundred Dol- 
lars Stolen. 


St. Boniface’s Parochial School, at 310 to 
314 East Forty-seventh Street, was entered 
by thieves at noon on Monday last and 
several hundred dollars stolen from the 
desks “of the sisters who teach in the 
school. Sister Amato, according to Detect- 
ives McLaughlin and Kettler of the East 
Fifty-first Street Police Station, lost $250, 
and several others lost smaller amounts. 

On suspicion of being implicated in the 
theft the detectives last night arrested 


John J. Jackson, who says he is twenty- 
four years old, and a laborer, with no 
home.

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Justice Mayer Says He Will Report a 
Second Like Offense to Bar

Justice Mayer in Special Sessions yes- 
terday threatened to call the attention 
of the New York Bar Association to the 
procedure of an attorney trying cases in 
his court. He also took occasion to cen- 
sure the attorney from the bench. 

William Kaiser Link, a shoemaker at 
432 East Highty-eighth Street, was charged 
with having struck his wife with a shoe, 
and with beating her. The prisoner was 
represented by M. Jesse Henry, an attor- 
ney with offices opposite the Criminal 
Courts Building. He pleaded not guilty for 
client, and asked for an adjournment. 

Justice Mayer asked if the man knew 
that he had a right to be tried without

Lawyer Henry replied that she had gone 
to Europe for all he kne Clerk Fuller 
Stated that the woman had been served 
with a subpoena the night before. Jus- 
tice Mayer asked for Policeman Brassel 
of the East Highty-eighth Street Station, 
who had made the arrest. Lawyer Henry 
said that he had told the officer to go 
home as the complainant was not present. 

“You may take this as a censure from 
the bench,” said Justice Mayer. “If prac- 
tices such as you have been guilty of to-day 
are continued by you in this court, it will 
be our duty to see that you are not allowed 
to practice here."’ 

Justice Mayer then adjourned the case 
that the complainant might appear. 


DAVID LEWI’S DEATH. 


Coroner Finds Merchant’s Demise Due 
to Asphyxiation and Will In- 
vestigate Further. 


Coroner Brown stated last night that the 
Coroners’ physician, Dr. Hamilton Williams 
had decided as the result of a post-mortem 
examination of the body of David Lewi, 
the grocery and cold storage man, who was 
found dead on Sunday in his office, at 194 
Chambers Street, that Mr. Lewi had died 


of asphyxiation instead of cerebral hem- 
orrhage, as was originally supposed. The 
Coroner said that he would personally make 
a further examination of the body at the 
Lewi home, at 534 West One Hundred and 
Forty-eighth Street, with a view to ascer- 
taining in what manner the gas had been 
ve He will announce his decision 
to-day. 

After Mr. Lewi was found dead on Sun- 
day, a certificate of death was furnished 
by Dr. LE. Helen Knight, 35 Mount Morris 
Avenue, ascribing the cause to cerebral 
hemorrhage. Owing to a mistake the cer- 
tificate was dated April 5. 


LEGAL NOTES. 





EVIDENCE WARRANTING A NEW TRIAL.— 
On the trial of an action brought by the 
Berger Manufacturing Company against 
Arthur Block and others in the Supreme 
Court to foreclose a mechanic's lien, the 
Justice presiding refused relief to Jacob M. 
Leonhardt, a defendant lienor, who had 
performed work on the premises at the in- 
stance of a tenant, on the ground that he 
did not perform the work with the consent 
or at the request of the owners. After the 
trial Leonhardt made a motion for a new 
one, and showed by affidavits that, since 
the hearing of the case, he had discovered 
the existence of a written agreement, in- 
dependent of the lease, by which the own- 


ers agreed to pay one-half of certain re- 
pairs and improvements to be made under 
the direction of the tenant. An order de- 
nying his motion has been reversed by the 
Appellate Division, the court holding that 
the affidavits were sufficient to warrant a 
new trial on the ground of newly discovered 
evidence. The court says, per curiam: “ If 
there was such an agreement and the work 
performed by the lienor was done_there- 
under, and the lessors promised to pay for 
one-half of the same, then it is clear that 
it wouldeoperate as a consent and be suf- 
ficient to orppcet @ lien. One of the de- 
fendants in s affidavit admits the wgit- 
ten agreement, but claims that it did t 
cover the items of work embraced in Leon- 
hardt’s claim. It is evident that the land- 
lords could produce the writing and show 
clearly that the items for which claim was 
made were not embraced therein, and thus 
furnish a complete answer to this motion. 
This they dg not do, but make an equivocal 
denial of the performance of this work 
thereunder. It does not appear that Leon- 
hardt knew of the existence of this agree- 
ment at the time of the trial. On the con- 
trary, the undisputed proof is that he did 
not know of its existence. There is no dis- 
— but that he performed the work, and 
e should be paid therefor by the person 
liable to pay.”’

CORPORATION'S LIABILITY FOR THE ACTS 
oF ITs PRESIDENT.—Martin B. Van Wie, the 
President and Manager of the Van Wie 
New York Grocery Company, after a con- 
sultation with Lincoln G. Backus, the at- 
torney for the corporation, went before a 
Magistrate and swore out a warrant for 
George Schwarting, charging him with em- 
bezzling the funds of the grocery com- 
pany. After a hearing the Magistrate or- 
dered Schwarting's discharge. A judgment 
in the latter's favor in an action against 
the Van Wie Grocery Company to recover 
damages for malicious prosecution has been 
affirmed by the Brooklyn Appellate Di- 


vision. The defendant contended that it 
was not liable for the act of its President 
in procuring the arrest of the plaintiff. It 
was shown, however, that both Van Wie 
and Mr. Backus appeared at the hearing 
before the Magistrate, the President act- 
ing as a witness and the attorney as prose- 
cutor. Neither of them so far as ap- 
peared had any interest in the case except 
by virtue of their official connection with 
the company. Presiding Justice Goodrich 
for the court says: ‘‘ The President and at- 
torney were acting in the interest of the 
company to recover the funds. Mr. Backus 
was not called as a witness on the present 
trial, and we must assume that he would 
not have contradicted the fact that he 
was the attorney of the corporation. His 
name as attorney is attached to the com- 
plaint in this action. He appeared as 
counsel for the corporation on the previous 
trial of this action, and on an appeal from 
the judgment therein. It may be said that 
it was within the power of the defendant 
to produce its by-laws and minutes to 
prove that the acts of Van Wie were not 
within his powers as President and Man- 
ager, and in the absence of such evidence 
we may not assume that he was acting 
without authority. It seems clear that Van 
Wie was acting within his power as Presi- 
dent and Manager, and that the corpora- 
tion Is Hable for his acts.”’ 


AFFECTING ALIENATION OF PERSONAL 
PROPERTY IN WILLs.—Justice Fitzgerald, 
presiding in Special Term, Part V., of the 
Supreme Court, has handed down a decision 
upholding the contention made by Messrs. 
Blumenthal, Moss & Feiner at the recent 
trial to construe the will of the late Peter 
Fuchs, involving over $200,000 in real and 
personal property. The action was brought 
on behalf of Lydia Haberle Schlereth, the 
sole surviving child of the deceased, to 
have the greater portion of the will de- 
clared inyalid. The portion referred to 


provides that the estate shall be held by 
the daughter during her lifetime, and that 
at her death the same shall descend to her 
issue, if any, untilthe youngest thereof 
shall arrive at the age of twenty-one years, 
when the same shall go absolutely to seven 
distant relatives of the deceased. residing 
in Germany. In support of the suit, it was 
contended that these provisions of the will 
were in controvention of the statutes af- 
fecting the suspension of the power of 
alienation of personal property and that 
inasmuch as the will contained a provision 
permitting the executrix at her will to con- 
vert all the real estate into personal prop- 
erty, the will must be deemed in law to be 
one dealing with personal property, only. 
It was contended accordingly that inas- 
much as the final distribution of the estate 
was deferred for a term longer than that 
of two lives in being at the time of the tes- 
tator’s death, the provision was invalid. 
The decision sustains all the contentions 
of the plaintiff, and the entire estate now 
goes to the daughter absolutely and inde-

Mayor’s Reference to Ice Trust in 
a Memorandum.

His Disposition of the Measure Relating 
to Hudson River Traffic—What 
He Says of Home Rule. 


Mayor Low returned to Albany yesterday 
as not accepted by the city the following 
bills: 


Assembly Bill No. 
ton Park. 

Assembly Bill No. 1,584—For the relief of John 
ChiegSa, extending his time to file notice of 
intention to sue for personal injuries. 

Assembly Bill No. 1,597—To incorporate the 
Volunteer Firemen's Benevolent Association of 
Richmond Hill. 

Assembly Bill No, 977—To release the real es- 
tate of St. Joseph’s Asylum in the City of New 
York from assessments heretofore made. 

Senate Bill No. 1,177—Relative to appeals from 
the decisions of the Superintendents of Build-~ 
ings in and for the various boroughs of the City 
of New York regarding the mode, manner of 
construction, or materials to be used in the 
erection or alteration of buildings. 

Senate Bill No. 905—To amend the Greater New 
York charter in relation to qualifications of 
patrolmen and firemen. 


The Mayor returned, as accepted by the 


City the following: 

Senate Bill No. 985—To relieve the Law De- 
partment from paying fees to city, county, or 
other officers. 

Senate Bill No. 1,234—Relative to railroad on 
Clinton Avenue, Brooklyn. 

Senate Bill No. 1,195—To amend the Greater 
New York charter relating to the preference in 
the paid Fire Department of volunteer firemen. 

Senate Bill No, 1,265—In relation to jurors and 
the appointment and duties of a Commissioner 
of Jurors in the County of Kings. 

Senate Bill No. 1,198—To amend the charter 
relative to the jurisdiction of the Fire Depart- 
ment over harbor fires. 

Assembly Bill No. 1,330—To enable the Fire 
Commissioner to rehear and determine the charge 
against Alfred J. Stuart, formerly a member of 
the uniformed force of the Fire Department, and 
to reinstate him in said department. 

Assembly Bill No, 1,588—Relative to the mo- 
tive power to be used in the Park Avenue Tun- 
nel by the New York and Harlem Railroad. 

Assembly Bill No, 1,193—Relative to the meth- 
od of payment of cost of the construction of 
a bridge over the Bronx River at Westchester 


Avenue. 
Assembly Bill No. 1,314—To amend the charter 


relative to pier accommodations for boats and 
barges. 
The last bill in the list is one that Sena- 


tor Plunkitt and several Tammany offi- 
cials ‘opposed vehemently. The bill pro- 
vides that canalboats and barges carrying 
manufactures from the Upper Hudson Val- 
ley shall have pier accommodations on the 


North River, from Fifty-second Street to 
Fifty-fourth Street. The bill was opposed 
by the Tammany men on the ground that 
it was against the principle of home rule. 

Accompanying the acceptance the Mayor 
returned a memorandum in part as follows: 

“This bill sets aside for the use of the 
Hudson River traffic the portion of the 
water front on that river between Fifty- 
first Street and Fifty-fourth Street piers. 

“This traffic is now located in this dis- 

| trict, and has been since 1895. At the very 
end of the last administration, in 1901, the 
outging Dock Boatd leased for five years 
at $1,500 a year, the north side of the pier 
at the foot of Fifty-second Street. Not 
only was this a scandalously low rental 
for the half of a pier, the exclusive occu- 
pancy of which was to be enjoyed for five 
years, but the lease threatened to drive 
the Hudson River trade away from this 
district where it had become domesti- 
cated, and to make it, at the very least, 
uncertain where this business in brick, 
stone, and other building materials could 
be carried on. Under these circumstances 
this bill has been asked for, and has come 
before me for consideration. 

“It is objected that the bill constitutes 
an improper interference with the city’s 
own control of its water front, and that, in 
that sense, it is a breach of the proper 
doctrine of home rule. It is further ob- 
jected that the bill, while ostensibly deal- 
ing with the trade in building material, is 
really in the interest of the Ice Trust. 

“The latter suggestion has little weight, 
for ice cannot be unloaded at any pier or 
bulkhead without an ice bridge, the per- 
mit for which must be issued by the Dock 
Commissioner. Those who have urged this 
objection must have little fear that the 
Ice Trust will be unduly favored by this 
administration, 

“The first objection, however, deserves 
serious consideration. It is evidently nec- 
essary for ®& steamship line to control the 
exclusive use of its pier, and for a term 
of years. It is therefore the well-settled 
olicy 6f the city to give leases of piers to 
Be used by steamship lines for periods of 
ten, twenty, or even thirty years, such 
leases often carrying the privilege of re- 
newal. It is nef essential for those 
who deal in building materials to be able 
to be sure of permanent accommodations. 

‘Under the conditions, permanency of use 
of the territory now occupied by these 
trades can ony Be made certain by such 
an act of the gislature as is under dis- 
cussion. As to the home rule aspect of the 
matter, in another sense, it may be pointed 
out that the acceptance of this act is real- 
ly a determination of the merits of the 
question, so far as the city is concerned, 
by the Mayor of the city. Without tnis ac- 
ceptance the bill fails. In a very real 
sense, therefore, the Mayor of the city 
passes upon this question of policy in- 
volved in the bill. It adds to the home 
rule quality of my action in accepting this 
bill, that Assemblyman Fitzgerald, who 
represents the Assembly District in whieh 
this trade ts now concentrated, has asked 
me to give it my approval.”
